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THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


AN ERROR 1N THE DESERTERS’ 
RELIEF BILL. 

THE MEASURE RELIEVING TECHNICAL DE- 
SERTERS DISCOVERED TO BE DEFECTIVE | 
-—THE PUBLICATION OF THE ERROR 
SECURED IN A SUSPICIOUS MANNER. 

WasuineTon, Aug. 16.—In one of the 

New-York papers there appeared this morning 

a special dispatch: from Baltimore describing 

an error discovered in a bill passed during the 

last hours of Congress by which soldiers of 
the war of the rebellion who were under the 
charge of technical desertion were to be re- 
lieved of the charge. Another New-York 
paper published the same discovery in briefer 
language, the news purporting to come from 
Washington. A leading Philadelphia paper 
published a dispatch from Washington on the 
same subject which was identical in language 
with that first described as coming from Balti- 
more. The Baltimore papers published the 
same dispatch as coming from this city. The 
curious thing about it is that none of the cor- 
respondents of either the Baltimore or the 

New-York papers knew anything about the 

discovery until they learned it by the pub- 

lication of the dispatches. There is good rea- 


son to believe that a well-concerted plan to 
advertise the error has been made, in order to 
interest soldiers who desire to be benefited by 
such a bill as that intended to be passed, and 
to interest them early enough to impress the 
subject upon candidates for Congress in the 
coming campaign. The pension agents are 
anxious that pension extension or back pay 
acts shall apply to the la t possible number 
of persons, and itis possible that they have 
had something to do with the wide publication 
of theerror. It is not an error of a serious 
character. 

At the close of the war there were manv 
soldiers who, in their haste to get home, left 
their commands before they were formally 
mustered out, and who were reported as de- 
serters because absent from the muster-out. 
As the House passed the bill it provided that 
no soldier technically a deserter who served 
for less than three months should be entitled 
to the benefits of the act. The Senate amended 
this provision, striking out ‘‘ three’ and insert- 
ing ‘‘ twelve.” A conference was ordered,and it 
agreed upon requiring that a soldier must 
have served six months to become entitled to 
the benefits to which honorably discharged 
men are entitled, Mr. Butterworth, in the 
House, and Mr, Logan, in the Senate, reported 
the agreement upon six months as the requi- 
site term of service, but through an unex- 
plained error the bill was engrossed with the 
word ‘‘ twelve” in place of six, and the bill is 
nowalawintbatform. It has been suggest- 
ed that this error, which can be corrected 
when Congress meets, does not disappoint the 
claim agents, who may hope to see it passed 
in the form first adopted in the House, as that 
would furnish them with a much larger num- 
ber of clients than the bill as passed, or as it 
was recommended for passage by the confer- 
ence committee,

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CONKLING'S VISIT TO WASHINGTON. 
& RAILROAD REPORT WHICH HE HAD CON- 
SIDERABLE TROUBLE IN FINDING. 

WasHIneTon, Aug. 16.--Various stories 
nave been told here about the nature and ob- 
jects of ex-Senator Conkling’s visit to the 
capital on Monday last. While it is undoubt- 
edly true that he came on behalf of the Nortb- 
ern Pacific Railroad, the report that he came 
principally to secure the appointment of six 
Commissioners satisfactory to himself is de- 
nied. The chief object of hiseall upon Mr. Jos- 
lyn, acting Secretary of the Interior, is repre-, 
sented by that gentleman to have been to satisfy 
himself that the Interior Department had re- 
ceived a report of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road as to the extent of work it has accom- 
plished. Mr. Joslyn received Mr. Conkling 
most courteously in his office, and told him 
that the report had not been received. ‘ It 
must have been received,” said the ex- 
Senator with dramatic earnestness, ‘for 
I mailed it with my own hands.” 
Then he desired that the clerks who 
would properly receive such communications 
should sent for. The clerks were sent for, 
one after the other, and Mr. Conkling subject- 
ed each one of them to a searching catechising 
as to the papers they bad received and the dis- 
position they had made of them. By this 
method of inquiry he at last found a clerk 
who had evidently received such a report as 
Mr. Conkling was in search of, and, after an 
examination of the clerk’s desk,it was found laid 
aside with some other papers. Mr. Conkling’s 
severity was abandoned, and acknowledging 
Mr. Joslyn’s courtesy in the politest manner, 
he left, suggesting that the Commissioners to 
inspect the recently finished part of the road 
be appointed at as early a dav as possible. 
The question of these appointments had al- 
— been under consideration, and the 
blanks were immediately sent to President 
Arthur to be filled. It is expected that the 
fommissioners will be named in a day or two.

THE NEW INSPECTION LAW. 

8QREIGN VESSELS TO BE FORCED TO COMPLY 
WITH AMERICAN LIFE-SAVING REGULA- 
TIONS. 

Wasuineton, Aug. 16.—Supervising In- 
spector-General J. A. Dumont, who is prepar- 
ing regulations to carry out the act recently 
passed to bring foreign steam vessels under the 
United States inspection laws, left this after- 
noon for Philadelphia in search of informa- 
tion to guide him in making the new rules, 
Gen*% Dumont said before he left that the 
American line of steam-ships sailing from 
Philadelphia is the best equipped in the 
Atlantic service, but that they are only 
provided with the appliances for saving 
life, such as boats, rafts, and _life- 
preservers, prescribed by the laws of this 
country. The British ships are often found to 
be ill provided, some of them coming into port 
with boats lost at sea in stormy weather, 
which they do not replace here, taking the 
chences of a safe return passage and neglecting 
to refit until they reach a home port. Under 
— new law, these vessels may be required to 

ring their fittings up the standard required 
pf the American line, Gen. Dumont expects 
to be able to put the law in operation in the 
rase of the West Indian steamers, which are 
the worst equipped in the commercial service, 
about Sept. 1, and to require compliance by 
European lines by Oct. 1. From Philadelphia 
he will go to New-York, to inspect tbe ocean 
vessels sailing from that port. . 

The case of Supervising Inspector Tower, of 
New-York, is becoming a subject for jest here. 
‘While there is a strong desire to have him re- 
moved, his removal does not seem to be an 
easy thing to accomplish. The spectacle of a 
man in office who refuses to obey orders, de- 
clines to resign, and cannot be turned out, is 
spoken of as one of the anomalies of the public 
service, and Acting Secretary of the power A 
French said to-day that he was utter:y unable 
fo explain it.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16, 1882. 

It having been ascertained by officers of 

the Post Office Department that Oliver B. 


Varco, of No. 55 Cedar-street, New-York, and 
the Star Publishing Company, of New-Haven, 
Conn., have been deceiving the public by 
gmeans of fraudulent advertigements, the de- 
partment to-day directed the Postmasters of 
the respective cities to decline to cash money 
orders presented by them, and to return to 
the senders all registered letters bearing their 
acidresses.

Out ef the appropriation of $400,000 con- 
tained in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 


for surveying public lands, Acting Commis- 
sioner Harrison has made the following appor- 
tionment among the various surveying dis- 
tricts: Arizona, $1,000; Colorado, $30,000; 
Florida, $5,000 ; Minnesota $20,000; Nebraska, 
$15,000; Oregon, $20,000; Utah, $20,000; Wy- 
oming, $20,000; California, $25,000; Dakota, 
$40,000; Idaho, $15,000; Montana, $30,000; 
New-Mexico, $20,000: Nevada, $20,000; Wash- 
ington, $25,000; Louisiana, $15,000. Total, 
$330,000. The act provides that $50,000 of the 
aggregate shall be reserved for the examina- 
tion ef surveys made, and the department re- 
served $20,000 for emergencies. 


The White House is being thoroughly reno- 
vated and repaired. Sanitary improvements 


are also being made. An iron sewer pipe of 
12 inches diameter, with sealed connections 
and improved traps, is to be substituted for 
the large brick sewer, which was somewhat 
defective} and allowed the escape of gas. In 
tearing up the sewer it was found to be filled 
with an accumulation of filth. Sucha state 
of affairs will be impossible with the new sew- 
ers. Measures are also being taken to im- 
prove the ventilation of the building and ren- 
der it more habitable in every way. The en- 
tire front of the mansion is also to be scraped 
and painted. Itis far from presentable in its 
present condition, being covered with cob- 
webs and badly soiled and discolored. The 
East Room is now the only part of the build- 
ing open to the public. 


Applications for the exchange of 8% per 
cent. bonds into the new 3 per cent. bonds are 


still being received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment. While the exact amount of the sur- 
rendered bonds is not yet known, itis positive- 
ly asserted that the plan for the reduction of 
interest on the bonds will prove successful. 
The amount at 34g per cent. bonds outstand- 
ing on Aug. 1 was about $417,000,000, and it 
was estimated that about one-half of them 
would be exchanged for the new bonds. That 
this estimate was not excessive is shown by 
the fact that $150,000,000 have already been 
surrendered by the national banks alone, and 
there is every reason to believe that the amount 


‘received from these banks will aggregate near- 


ly $180,000,000. The new bonds will soon be 
ready, but will not be issued until all questions 
concerning priority in the award of numbers 
are decided. It is expected that the allotment 
will be made soon after the return of Secretary 
Folger from New-York,

STRANGE OHARGES OF BRIBERY. 


GOV. CORNELL ALLEGED TO HAVE BEEN 


APPROACHED BY JAY GOULD’S AGENTS 


—MR. CONKLING INDIGNANT. 

ALBANY, Aug. 16.—A genuine sensation 
has been created in political circles by the 
statements contained in the editorial columns of 
the Evening Journal ana the Argus yesterday 
and to-day relative tothe attempted bribery

that this attack is not only libelous, (it being 
reported that Mr. Conkling will at once bring 
a libel suit,) but that it renders Gov. Cornel!’s 
renoménation impossible. They say that at 
the cenference on the Elevated Railroad Tax 
bill at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, to which the 
Argus refers, Mr. greg | appeared simply 
as a paid attorney of the elevated roads, and 
presented a — lawyer’s brief in favor of 
the measure. hey have advised the ex-Sena- 
tor to publish a statement telling exactly 
what took place at thet time. Of course, if 
Mr. Conkling denies the charges and they are 
not substantiated, they will prove a dangerous 
boomerang for shose who have brought them 
forward. 

A close friend of both President Arthur and 
Mr. Conkling and a well-known political man- 
ager in this section says that he believes the 
result of this attack will be to drive Mr. Conk- 
ling to the support of Congressman Wads- 
worth for Governor and the nomination of the 
latter at Saratoga. ‘‘Thus far Mr. Conkling 
has,’”’ he says, ‘‘refused to favor the Wads- 
worth movement for personal reasons, 
Mr. Wadsworth having incurred the 
ex-Senator’s bitter enmity and __ hostil- 
ity by his undisguised disapproval of 
Mr. Conkling and his political methods. 
While Mr. Conkling has been extremely anx- 
ious to beat Gov. Cornell, he has held that it 
could be accomplished by securing delegates 
against Cornell by means of numerous local 
candidates in different sections of the State. 
He has been strongly opposed to indorsing 
any ‘half-breed’ candidate. President Ar- 
thur’s friends, on the other-hand, who are 
equally desirous of preventing the Governor’s 
renomination, have contended that the only 
way to succeed was to take up Wadsworth or 
some other man who would secure the support 
of the ‘half-breeds.’ Otherwise, they held, 
the ‘balf-breeds’ would, in most instances, go 
for Mr. Cornell. This attack on the part of 
the Governor will, I believe, bring Mr. Conk- 
ling round to the views of the President’s ad- 
herents. He will beso enraged that he will be 
willing to accept any — that seems likely to 
crush the Governor. have little doubt now 
that Mr. Cornell will not be renominated.’’

MORE DELEGATES TO THE REPUB. 
LICAN STATE CONVENTION. 
THE PUTNAM COUNTY CONVENTION HELD 
YESTERDAY—HAMILTON FISH, JR., AND 
STEPHEN BAKER. CHOSEN DELEGATES 

TO THE STATE CONVENTION. 

CarMeL, Putnam County, Aug. 16.—Thte 
county convention held here to-day to elect 
delegates to the various conventions this Fall 
was attended by 39 of the 44 delegates com- 
prising the entire body, and was presided over 
by Alonzo W. Hadden, of Carmel. The Hon. 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., of Philipstown, and 
Stephen Baker, of South-east, were unani- 
mously named as delegates to the State 
Convention, with District Attorney William 
Woods and County Clerk Edward C. Weeks 
as alternates.s Assemblyman Robert A. Liv- 
ingstone, of Philipstown, and Abram J. Miller, 


of South-east, were selected as delegates to the 

Judiciary convention, and were empowered 

to appoint their own alternates. Thirteen 

delegates were appointed to the Congressional 
convention, who are understoud to bein favor 

of the nomination of the Hon. John H. 

Ketcham. The following resolution was pre- 

sented by David Robinson, of Philipstown, 

(Cold Spring.) 

Resolved, That the Republicans of Putnam County 
heartily approve of the wise and conservative 
action of the President in vetoing the River and 
Harbor bill, and that the Hon. John H. Ketcham, 
our member of Congress, has faithfully represent- 
ed his constituency by his vote to sustain the veto. 

The Hen. Hamilton Fish, Jr. heartily seconded 
the resolution as one expressing the sentiments 
of the Republican Party not ~ of the 
county, but of the entire State. The Presi- 
dent bad done wisely in vetoing this iniqui- 
tous measure, and the Congressman repre- 
senting this county did an equally wise thing 
in voting to sustain the veto. © congratu- 
lated the delegates that they met here this year

THE ANTI-MONOPOLISTS. 
13 THE TIME AND SARATOGA THE 
PLACE OF THEIR CONVENTION. 
About 40 politicians, of more or less abil- 
ity, and all of whom have been at some time 
identified with the Democratic or Republican 
Party, or both, met yesterday evening at the 
Astor House to consider the advisability of 
calling a State Convention to further the aims 
and interests of the anti-monopoly element in 
politics. The gentlemen constituted the State 
Committee of the Anti-Monopoly League of 
the State of New-York. There was a full rep- 
resentation of delegates from the Congres- 
sional districts, and the officers of the State 


| League were also present as ex-officio members 
of the State Committee. The committee was 
made up as follows by Congressional districts:

A few of these gentlemen were represented 
by proxies. E. E. Davis, of Whitehall, Pres- 
ident of the League, and Jobn F. Henry, 
First Vice-President, were in attendance. 
Four other Vice-Presidents were represented 
by A. D. Miller, W. H, hayes & James Ryley, 
and Marcus Hanlon, The other officers pres- 
ent were Frank S. Gardner, Secretary; Rich- 
ard B. Leech and D. M. Donegan, Assistant 
Secretaries, and Ambrose Snow, Treasurer. 
The representatives for Congressmen at Large 
were Thomas Kinsella and L. C. Burgess, the 
latter being a proxy for ex-Assemblyman 
Duquid. Mr. Davis, the President, occupied 
_ the chair. 

After the roll had been called, Delegate Has- 
kin opened the proceedings by offering a reso- 
lution providing in effect that the committee 
deems it unnecessary and inexpedient to call a 
State Convention to nominate candidates for 
State officers or for Aldermen at Lorge until 
after the conventions of the Republican and 
the so-called Democratic Parties have been 
held. In the event of these bodies, or either of 
them, failing to putin nomination candidates 
in harmony with the principles and objects of 
the Anti-Monopcly League,tben,the resolutions 
provided, the Executive Committee of this 
State Committee might call a convention and 
adopt such course as seemed taost expedient. 
Mr. Haskin supported his resolution in a 
vigorous speech, contending that it was possi- 
ble that one or other of the two old 
parties might put in the field a ticket that the 
Anti-Monopolists could vy de or it might 
be that from the tickets of both parties a satis- 
factory ticket might be made up by a State 
Convention, or in the third contingency the 
Anti-Monopolists might be able to select one 
good man from each of the old party tickets 
and make up the remainder of the ticket 
by their own selections. In any case, 
he believed the Anti-Monopolists should be in 
such a position that they might take ad- 
vantage of the weakness or the strength of the 
old organizations. W. E, Barnett offered as 
an amendment a resolution simply declaring 
that '‘ we hold a State Convention,” saying 
nothing as to time, place, or purposes of such 
convention. Mr. Rosenthal offered as a sub- 
stitute a resolution ‘‘ that, in the judgment of 
this committee, it is necessary for the advance- 
ment of anti-monopoly principles that a State 
Convention be called.’”’ A debate lasting over 
three hours followed the offering of these res- 
olutions. Messrs, Davis, Thurber, Leech, 
Henry, Ryley, Chittenden, Rowe, Lewis, 
McMahon, Traver, Boyd, White, and other 
delegates argued in favor of the calling of a 
convention, and Messrs, Haskin, Kinsella, and 
Tremain opposed it. 

Mr. Henry said be had been for years iden- 
tified with the Republican Party, but he was 
about tired of it now. because it did not meet 
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the views of the people. It seemed to him to 
have forgotten its old principles and to have 
lost its fidelity to the public interests. Its ten- 
dencies and its iack of high purpose were both 
illustrated by the cogency with which 
it had joined with the Democrats in 
Congress to pass the River and Harbor 
bill over the veto. He also thought its 
Representatives in Congress had failed to ex- 
ert themselves to secure a reform or reduction 
of the tariff and of taxes generally. For these 
and other reasons he believed the Anti-Mono- 
polists should give the people, from whom 
their support must be drawn, an opportunity 
to place themselves on the side of true economy 
in government and against the old plunder- 
ing organizations which were to-day striving 
against each other for the plunder and power 
of pence success. That opportunity could 
only be afforded by giving them*a chance to 
vote for candidates faithfully in accord with 
anti-monopolistic pripciples, 

Mr. Chittenden made a very earnest and 
long speech, He said that under the course 
adopted at the original formation of this 
League they had for several years been hoping 
that one or other of the two old parties would 
place itself on the:side of anti-monopoly, but 
they had hoped and waited and besought in 
vain. The old parties had failed lamentably. 
Depew, Robertson, Cameron, MacVeagh, and 
Robeson were the representatives of the 
principles and aims of the railroad mo- 
nopoly in the Republican Party.

GEN, WOLSELEY IN CHARGE 


HE TAKES COMMAND OF THE BRIT- 
ISH ARMY IN EGYPT. 

A PROCLAMATION ANNOUNCING THE BRITISH 
INTENTION OF RESTORING THE KHE- 
DIVE’S AUTHORITY — THE’ EGYPTIANS 
LESS HOPEFUL —THE ANGLO-TURKISH 
TREATY. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 16.—Gen. Wolseley 
held a conference to-day with Admiral Sey- 
mour and all the Generals. He subsequent- 
ly visited the Khédive. Major-Gen. Alison 
will retain local command of the British 
troops pending the present deliberations 
of the Conference. Gen. Wolseley in- 
spected the military positions at Ramleh, 
and surveyed the country around from the 
tower of the water-works, A heavy mirage 
obscured the view beyond Arabi Pasha’s first 
line of entrenchments, Gen. Wolseley, with 
authority of the Khédive, has _ issued 
a proclamation to the people of Egypt, 
representing the sole object of the 
British to be to restore the au- 
thority of the Khédive. It says all peaceful 
inhabitants will be kindly treated, the mosques 
will be respected, and all supplies paid for. 
Gen. Wolseley adds that he will be glad to re- 
ceive all chiefs who are disposed to assist in re- 
pressing the rebellion. 

A belief in the hopelessness of the struggle 
is spreading among the Egyptians. The prit- 
ish commander at Meks has received overtures 
for the surrender of an entire infantry bat- 
tahon if it can obtain favorable terms. An 
encounter between a British mounted patrol 


and a party of 500 Bedouins occurred this 
morning near Ramleh. Five of the latter 
were killed. 

_The Khédive yesterday sent a telegram to 
Nice requesting the presence of Riaz Pasha at 
| the Palace. Riaz Pasha is expected to sail 
from Marseilles to-morrow, and it is hoped to 
form a combination Ministry under the leader- 
ship of Cherif Pasha and Riaz Pasha, the 
whole to be under the Presidency of the Khé- 
dive. Omar Pasha Lufti will probably retain 
the post of Minister of War, with Osman 
| Pasha Refki as Commander-in-Chief of the 
| army. 

The transport Towerhill, with a detachment 
| of horse artillery on board, has arrived here.

MR. ROBERTSON DEFEATED IN THE 8IXTH

DISTILLERS DiSTURBED. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 16.—The North-western Dis- 
tillers’ Association met at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
this morning. The old pool expired in June, and 
the object of the present meeting is to form.a mew 
one which will limit the production to about 40 
per cent. of the capacity of the distilleries. The 
total daily capacity is 103,000 bushels, and as the, 
cost of production abroad in Europe is so cheap} 
that distillers nere cannot compete witn foreign 
distillers, they desire to limit the production to 
the actual demand in the United States. Philip 
Zull, of Peoria, was elected Chairman, and Col. E. 
W. Stearns, of Cincinnati, Secretary. The repre- 
sentatives of 61 distilleries answered to their names 
at the roll-call. 

A plan was adopted which provides for restrict- 
ing the production to 40 per cent. of the ca- 
pacity of the distilleries represented, the ca- 
pacity of those in the former association 
to reckoned as before, and that of 
the new ones to be fixed by acommittee.

The Coroner, whose intervention 
was necessary, because Mr. Gray is High 
Sheriff of the City of Dublin, then con- 
veyed the prisoner to the Richmond 
prison. Mr. Gray, at the expiration 


of his term, must find sureties him- 
self for £5,000, and two others in the 
sum of $2,000 each. The decision of the court 
has caused a great sensation in the city. Mr. 
Gray was Lord Mayor ot Dublin for 1880, and 
was nominated a second time for 1881, but de- 
clined to serve. Lord Mayor Dawson has ar- 
ranged to call a special meeting of the Corpo 
ration on Monday, witb the view of consider- 
ing measures to secure the release of Mr, 
Gray. Crowds- are assembling around the 
statue of O’Connell, and speeches expressing 
indignation at the sentence are being made. 

The City Hall was densely crowded to-day 
on the occasion of the presentation of the free- 
dom of the city to Messrs. Parnell and Dillon. 
Nearly every Mayor in Ireland was present, 
the Mayor of Belfast being notable as amon 
the absentees. Mr. Storey, Radical member o 
Parliament for Sunderland, and ail the Home 
Rule members of Parliament, were also pres- 
ent. The Conservative members of the Dub 
lin Municipality were absent. When the 
roll of the Corporation was called, at 
the mention of Mr. Gray's name tbe whole au- 
dience rose and cheered enthusiastically for 
several minutes. The Lord Mayor declared 
that Mr. Gray’s sentence was equivalent to six 
months’ imprisonment. He advised the peo- 
ple to be most careful and guarded in their 
language, as they were in the midst of a great 
crisis. Mr. Parnell, returning thanks to the 
Corporation for the freedom of the city, said 
that in view of recent events it was {clear that 
liberty of speech no longer existed in 
Ireland, He and his associates, how- 
ever, would take care to bring the 
subject before the House of Commons 
at the first opportunity. Meanwhile the Irish 
Party would peaceably continue to educate 
the people to govern themselves, and would 
advise them to accept whatever reform might 
be offered them, while pushing on toward 
legislative independence. : 
higher classes, while they yet had time, to join 
in endeavoring to bring about a better state of 
affairs. The people could no longer tolerate 
their present de ation. Mr. Dillon fol- 
lowed Mr. Parnell.

THE RAVAGES OF YELLOW FEVER. 

New-OrRLeans, Aug. 16.—The young Fin 
\lander. Engiuender, whose death of yellow fever 
‘occurred last night, was undoubtedly a victim o1 
medical curiosity. When brought into the hospitai 
his case was pronounced a light one, and he only 
needed rest and quiet, but the wards are open 
-to the medical profession and students, and the 
first-day he was subjected to over 40 visits and ex- 
aminations, The same thing occurred or 
the succeeding days, and the constant feel 
ing of his pulse and the insertion of the 
thermometer in bis mouth to test his 


temperature kept him irritated and without allow 
ing him time to recuperate, the black vomit set in 
and death ensued. The President of the Board of 
Health and the surgeons at the hospital agree that 
he was a victim to the thirst of the doctors for 
knowledge of yellow fever. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 16.—There were 
17 new yellow fever cases reported to-day, 
12 of the patients being Mexicans and 5 Ameri- 
cans. Three Mexicans died. The publication 
of the daily papers has been suspended, 
so many hands being down with the fever. There 
are 10 patients in the hospital, all of whom are do- 
ing well. At Matamorac the number of cases is 
decreasing. Four deaths are reportea for the 24 
hours ending at9 A. Mr. The weather is clear.

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THE BRADY RING’S DEFENSE 


MR. CHANDLER BEGINS BIS SPEECH 
FOR BRADY. 
MR. CARPENTER FINISHES HIS LONG ADDRESS 
—IMPORTANT QUESTIONS OF LAW RAISED 
BY MR. CHANDLER-—-CONTROVERSIES BE- 
TWEEN COUNSEL AND COURT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Contrary to the 
expectation formed yesterday, Mr. Carpenter, 
of counsel for 8. W. Dorsey and John W. 
Dorsey in the star route trial, consumed only 
half the day in concluding his summing up 
speech, giving Mr. Jeff Chandler the after- 
noon in which to begin his remarks for Brady. 
Having completed his review of the routes 
analyzed by Mr. Ker, Mr. Carpenter at- 
tempted to assure the jury that, as, Walsh 
had said Brady’s ratio of expedition was 
20 per cent, and Rerdell had said it was from 
30 to 40 per cent., one of the statements must 
be untrue, and he was sure Rerdell’s assertion 
could not possibly be true. Then Mr. Carpen- 
ter laboriously defended the jury from what 
he characterized as slanderous tales that had 
goue out about them, asking them to wash out 
the stain by rendering a verdict in favor of his 
tlients. With much warmth he praised the 
jury as one of intelligent men, in whom he 
rusted for a just verdict. 

Mr. Chandler, to the great relief of jury- 
men and spectators, began with an assurance 
that he would net weary them with the details 
that had been presented so fully by his asso- 
ciate. Mr. Chandler is a vigorous speaker—a 
short, swarthy man, with a shock of hair and 
short, stubby mustache. Using his clear, 
foud voice with skill, and arguing with 
apparent earnestmess, he nevertheless soon 
provoked J udge Wylie to criticise his 
plausible reasoning. ‘The indictment had 
been for couspiracy and it seemed 
to Lim that it had been lost sight of. 
With boldness he advanced the proposition 
that the contractors were justified in making 
the best thing they could out of their con- 
tracts, and that if the Government ‘was to 
make its case out it must establish the alleged 
conspirecy in all the 19 routes or fail in all, 
Anh agreement must be shown between the in- 
dicte persons, the fact must be proved that 
the petitions upon which routes were estab- 
lished and inereased service granted were 
false. and efter if had been shown that by the 
use of these fraudulent papers the service had 
been procured, the prosecution must show that 
the Government was defrauded or damaged. 

After the recess, the fact that Mr. Chandler 
was speaking having beeome known, the court- 
room was occupied by a throng of people, 
who ‘presently beard a discussion between 
Judge Wylie and Mr, Chandler as to the pro- 
priety of the lawyer reading an authority to 
the jury. Mr. Merrick having suggested that 
the law wes for the court and not for the jury, 
Judge Wylie auswered affirmatively, and in- 
sisted that so long as he was on the 
bench he would insist that the court 
should be the judge ef the law. The 
desire of the counsel of Brady to save his cli- 
ent from the denger of conviction was made 
known when he called upon the jury to re- 
member the ruling of the court that ail the in- 
dicted persons wer? guilty or none, This was 
an extremely broad interpretation of the defl- 
nition of conspiracy as made by Judge Wylie. 
Going on, Mr. Chandler insisted that the mu- 
tual interest of the conspirators must be 
shown, end that having described the con- 
spirecy by certain contracts, the prosecution 
must stand or fall by the description. To Mr, 
Chandler it saeeeren that the contracts were 
individual obligations, and the individual who 
made them sbould be proceeded against, and 
he further declared, in answer to a auestion 
by the court, that if the prosecution failed in 
their proof on one of the routes they had failed 
in all. 

“Then, in that event,” inquired the Judge 
**vou think they have failed to make out a 
conspiracy ?”’ 

“*I do,’ wes Mr. Chandler’s answer. 

‘Well, that isan important point,” replied 
the Judge; ‘*one upon which I have not made 
up my mind, and I would like to hear you 
upon it.” 

In the courses of the discussion which fol- 
lowed Judge Wylie took occasion to intimate 


very plainly that Mr. Chandler’s proposition- 


that the petitions were genuine, the service 
necessary, and the expenditures calied for 
would be no excuse for Brady to accept or 
require money for granting expedition. The 
nswer that great public benefit had been con- 
ferred by the defendants could not be taken as 
as extenuation of a crime. Whenever the 
court interrupted it was apparently with the 
purpose of keeping in view the fact that has 
almost been admitted by the defense—-that 
Brady had extorted a price for expedition in 
almost every case in the indictment. Mr. 
Chandler’s argument was directed against the 
view of the Judge and the controversy be- 
tween counsel and court at last provoked a 
laugh when Mr. Chandler expressed his belief 
that he would convince the court that its view 
Was a mistaken one. Mr. Chandler had not 
finished when the court adjourned, but will 
probably close before recess to-morrow.

THE FROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

WasHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Owing to the tardi- 
ness of the Government counsel, Mr. Carpenter did 
not resume his argument this morning until 10:20, 
He addressed himseif first to a history of the ex 
pedition upon the Cafion City and Camp McDer- 
mot route, pursuing the same line of argument 
which he followed in discussing the other routes, 
reading numerous petitions from citizens of 
Oregon and contending that the expedition was 
amply justified by the needs of the people of that 
tection. Onthe Julian-Colton route Mr. Carpen- 
ter cdeciared that the * honest A?ministration” had 
continued the service on this route on the ex- 
pedited schedule made by Brady. 

Mr. Ker inquired whether that a was {in evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Carpenter replied that it was shown by the 
records of the Post Office Department; and retort- 


ed by inquiring where there was any evidence pro 
duced to show that the last was an “honest Ad- 
ministration.”’ 

The court said it was not within the province of 
the court o compare the integrity of any two Ad- 
ministrations. “ 

Mr. Carpenter—If it isa fact, asi say, that tho 
last Administration had continued the expedited 
service on this route, it isafact which this court 
ought not to prevent me from stating to the jury. 

The Court—The court did not permit any inquiry 
Into that subject, and decided that it was not 
pertinent to the case, and counsel ought not to 
comment upon it. ; 

Mr. Wilson stated that there was in evidence a 
number of warrants showing that the expedited 
— had been paid for up to the last quarter of 
1881. 

Mr. Merrick said that if the propriety of the ex- 
pedition made by Brady were to be judged by the 
action of the present Administration, he was will- 
ing to meet the issue and to show that this Admin- 
istration had eut the expedition down until the 
present star route service was self-supporting. 

Referring to the testimony of Rerdell and 
Walsh, Mr. Carpenter said that falsehood had ro 
many devious ways that it crossed itself every 
little while. The prosecution relied upon two con- 
fessions that did not tally at all. According to the 
testimony of Walsh, Brady’s rate of compensation 
Was 20 ver cent. of the amount paid for expedi- 
tion; according to the confession of Rerdell, it 
was between 20 and 40 percent. It was not denied 
that Rerdeil had gone to MacVeagh and made 
practically that statement, but that statement was 
not true in any particular. In the first place, Rer- 
dell had since sworn that it was not true. 

Mr. Merrick—Where is that in evidence ? 

Mr. Carpenter—Hunt it up. 

Mr. Merrick—I say that it is not there. 

The Court—There is no such evidence in this case. 
HMr: Carpenter—Tbore is evidence that he made 
a different oe Sewers. It is in Mae- 
Veagh’s or James’s testimony. — ’ 

_ Mr. Merrick—What Mr. MacVeagh said is that he 
had heard of some retraction. 

Mr. Carpenter replied that he would show it was 
not true from the record, and he hoped that he 
mist continue without being constantly inter- 
rupted. 

Mr. Merrick said that he would not interrupt as 
lone as Mr. Carpenter confined himself to the rec- 
ord. 

Mr. Carpenter warned Mr. Merrick that his ex- 
ample of interrupting would be followed when it 
came to his turn K4 speak. 

Mr. Carpenter then quoted from the record in 
order to disprove Rerdell’s statement that Brady 
claimed between 30 and 40 per cent. of the expe- 
dition. Taking up the Kearney-Kent rs, he 
showed that the contractor, Peck, had given 66 per 
cent. of the expedition to the sub-contractor. If 
66 per cent. went tothe sub-contractor and 30 or 
40 percent. to Brady, how much was left to the 
contractor? and that was without counting in the 
2 percent. which it was epeged. wee paid to Tur- 
ner. Peck’s contract with Nephi Johnson was 
worse. He had given Johnson 75 per cent., and, 
according to Rerdell, he was obliged to give Brady 
at least 30 percent. Thus he was 5 per cent. out 
of pocket without coun Turner’s 2 per cent. 
Mr. Carpenter then spoke of the 3 £7 of the 
star route ‘service, characterising t as the fore- 
runner of. the railway system of the country, — F 

nding that it was necessary for the public good, 

that the allegations to the con 
in the indictment were falsehoods from 
‘beginning to end. 
: Turning then to a criticism of Mr. Ker’s opening 
address, Mr. Carpenter quoted that gentleman as 


saying that J. W. Dorsey had been deserted by his 
brother. There was nothing in the record that 
showed that he had ever been deserted. On the 
contrary, it shewed conclusively that Stephen W. 
Dorsey had stood by his brother. He had not de- 
serted him, and woula not, and if disaster m 
come to either, Stephen W. Dorsey would invoke 
it rather to fall on his own head than on his poor 
and noble brother. Mr. Ker had said: ‘ The slan- 
derous tongue has gone out with words spoken 
that are to throw doubt upon your (the 
jury’s) integrity.” If that meant anything 
it meant that in some way or other the 
defendants had corrupted a _ portion of 
the jury. He (Mr. Carpenter) roposed 
to meet ail such questions when presented to him. 
His client, Senator Dorsey, had faced death in a 
thousand forms upon the battle-field, but he had no 
courage to approach a jury with any dishonorable 
Proposition. if *‘ the slanderous tongue” had gone 
forth, from whom had it gone? Not from the de- 
fense, certainly, it must have gone from the proso- 
cution if from anywhere, and now the jury was 
asked to wash its character in perjury in order to 
clean the stain which the proseention nad thrown 
upon it. God in heaven! Could such things be 
in a tree country? But it was in keeping with the 
bull-dozing, intimidating methods ot the prosecu- 
tion. If any man approached dishonorably a man | 
upon the jury his Honor had directed that that 
juryman should report the fact tohim. Put the 
jury knew, and he knew, that no man ever did ap- 
proach the jury. It wasa vile celumny upon the 
character of the defendants. Not content with 
aspersing the jury, the proseention had attacked a 
gentieman who stood high in Washington and else- 
where—the Marshal of the court—stating that he 
had atlemptea to pack the jury. 

Mr. Merrick—Is there any evidenee of that ¢ 

Mr. Carpenter—Not uny, except some remark 
which the court made. The court called attention 
to an article in a newspaper. 

Mr. Merrick—That is a question between the 
court and the jury, and is hardly to be commented 
upon by counsel). 

Mr. Garpenter—Do you mean to say that you 
expect you could prove that the Marshal was 
guilty? 

Mr. Merrick—if it is at issue as to who circulated 
the report to which the gentleman refers, I am 
willing to go into it. . 

Mr. Carpenter—What I say ig, that in the very 
nature of the case, the report could not have come 
from us, and what I say, further, is that the record 
discloses that the counsel who opened the case did 
say that the slanderous tongue bad gone out, and 
taat the integrity of the jury was suspected. What 
Isay is that when you entered that box we be- 
lieved you to be 12 honest men, ready to aecide 
the case according to the evidence. We believed 
that you had the courage of your convictions, as 
well as intelligence enough to decide the ease. We 
believea that you sat here unawed by the frown 
and unseduced by the smile of power, and, thank 
God, we believe so to-day. We believe that this 
jury has courage t6 face all such matters as that, 
and to decide upon the testimony. His Honor will 
give you instructions in rogard to the law. 

In conciuding his argument, Mr. Carpenter said: 

** When I remember as a matter of popular history 
that ajl these charges against my clients were 
bruited in the newspapers of a great political party 
during a heated campaign two vears before this in- 
dictment was found; when Iremember that thev 
were cauvassed by the press on the oue side and 
explained or Genied on the other: when I remem- 
ber tle attempt to connect tbe late President of 
the United States with the very transactions to 
which this indictment refers; when J remember 
the proud position which my client oecupied as a 
party leader, I eannot but be reminded of the evan- 
eseent character of everything earthly; I cannot 
but be reminded that in the near tuture we must 
all leave, and prior to leaving there will eomea 
moment when memory will unlock all clasps, and 
will turn over, page by page, every act of your 
lives. May you have the consolation in that su- 
preme hour to call to mind that, unawed by pona- 
lar clamor, unsheaken by prejudice, defying the 
power of the Goverument, you discharged your 
duty and rendered, in evcordance with the ‘esti 
mony in this case, a verdict of not guilty.” 

Mr. Jeff Chandier, counsel for Gen 
addreseed the jury. Beginning in a low tone of 
voice, he gradually warmed upto his subject and 
received the viosest attontion froin every occupant 
of the crowded court-room. The jery, he said, 
nad hardly heard of the indictment since the first 
days of the trial, ard be proposed to reintroduce 
it. Havine strong memories, the jury might re- 
member that there was an indictmenrtin the case, 
and that the theory of it was that every person 
mentioned therein was guilty of a conspiracy to 
defraud the United States. That was the essential 
thing charged in tue Indictment—something was to 
be got of the Government witout the return of 
anything of equal value. A good trade was not 
fraud. The legal maxim of Caveat emptor was the 
great underlying principle of Americaulaw and 
jnstico. It wes no evidence that a bargain was 
fraudulent because it was a good bargain for one 
of the parties to ib, A man had a right to meke the 
best bargain he could at any time. Men in this 
free country were not yet reduced to that condi- 
tion of slavery that they must account for 
every dollar they got. A ian had a right 
to make every doliar he conid. There 
was no fraud ix it. That was pure, 
arrant nonsense. If these contractors had made 
$100,000 or $1,000,000 they would not be called to 
account. He then proceeded to review the allezga- 
tions of the indictment. Tirst, it was alleved that 
there was a conspiracy respecting 19 routes. What 
was a conspiracy? <A criminal agreement to do 
something that was criminal prior to the doing of 
the aet; and the conspiracy must be proved before 
the act was. ‘I'he prosecution had not proved an 
act for which apy one man could be punished, and 
it could not put the innecent acts together and out 
of amultipiicity of them make a crime, There 
must be crime in the indivicual acts in 
order to make a crime of those acts when 
collected and brought together. The next 
proposition enunciated by Mr Chandier 
wes, that conspiracy baving been pr 1. 
it must further >e proved that t! cetendants 
made some false representations. It must he 
shown that the money paid on the er pedited routes 
was paid >y reason of those faise representations 
and not by reason of the reprosentations of out 
side persons. If that were not shown, the jury 
must bring in a verdict of not guilty. Then tuere 
was another dominant, imperial proposition which 
overrode all others, and that was that the means 
used must have defrauded the Government. He 
claimed that there was pot inthe whole record one 
iota of evidence or syllable of testimony that 
vould be heard in a court of justice to establish a 
civil liability against any of the defendants or to 
show that the Government had been damaged. He 
contended, on the contrary, that there was nothing 
to show that the Governmen: had been damaged a 
farthing’s worth. Nothing had been proved 
against any one of the defendants which would 
warrant his conviction if on trialalone. The jury 
had no right to pick up a little suspicion here and a 
little suspicion there, and to gather a distrust elee- 
where, aud to put them together and apply them to 
this ease. That was not the manner in which a 
crime was proved. 

After a recess Mr. Chandier continued his address 
by guoting from the case of the United States 
against McKee, (38 Diilon,) where it is !aid 
down that it is not sufficient in a criminal case that 
there should be strorg suspicion or strong proba 
bility, or even preponderence of evidence as to the 
guilt of the defendant, but that the jury roust feel 
a clear, undoubted, and entirely satisfactory cen- 
vietion of the defendant's guilt. This authority is 
strengthened by a citation from the case of Cha 
fee against the Uniied States, 14 Wallace) ‘bie 
jury could not, he argued,(following the line of tue 
decisions quoted,) substitute suspicion for fact. 
The case must rise into the clear ight of proof be 
yond a reasonable dowbt to warrant a verdict of 
guilty. 

Mr. Chandler was about to read irom a decision 
rendered by the court in the early part of tke case, 
when Mr. Merrick, under the impression that he 
was about to quote from some other authority and 
thus argue the law to the jury, objected. This 
gave rise toa heated controversy, participated in 
by the court and Messrs. Merrick and Chandler, 
the latter contending that counsel had a right te 
judge of the part of the argument be should make 
to the court and the jury. He believed that it was 
the constitutional right of the defendant, that the 
jury should pass upon every question of law and 
fact in the case, and he thought that he could es 
tablish that by high authority. He was not willing, 
however, to offend the sensibilities of the court. 

Judge Wylie replied that the court had no sensi- 
bility about it, but that if it were decided that the 
jury should judge both of the law and fact, the 
court might as well retire. The jury, he said, bad 
a right to render a general verdict, but it must { 
take the law from the court. 

Mr. Chandler—On that question I would like to 
be heard. 

The Court—You can be heard hereafter 

Mr. Chandler—We propose to ask an instruction 
of your Honor, that in this case the jury is the 
judge of tho law and the fact; and it is far from 
not being a respectable proposition. 

The Court—Very well, I will hear you on your 
proposition. Sh 

Mr. Chandler then quoted from the decision of 
the court to which Mr. Merrick had-et first objeot- 
ed, andcontinued: ** As I understand this construc:

The Court—-Do I understand you to contenu wat 
if the conspiracy should be shown as to some of 
those contracts, and others should not be em- 
braced in the terms of the conspiracy, that there 
could be no conviction? 

Mr. Chandler—I do contend that exact thing: 
that the conspiracy-must be proved, as laid, or it 
oll falls to pieces. Isao sy,andIJ am not going to 
faint at the consequences of my own logic, and to 
support it I cite the case of King against O’Don- 
nell, where an indictment was against many, and 
the jury brought in a verdict against some. They 
further found that certain groups had conspired to 
do certain parts of what was charged.

The Court—That is an important question, and 
not yet a clear question In my mind.

Mr. Chandler—Not the slightest approach to It. 

The Court--Your proposition is that when you 
break up a conspiracy in this way there can be no 
conviction of a part. 

Mr. Chandler—-That 
actly. 

The Court—That is an important question in the 
Caso, 

Taking up the thread of his .arzument, Mr. 
Chandler asserted that there had not Leen a single 
order for expedition issued through the unbroken 
influence of the defendants. Petitions had come 
in by the hundreds, signed by men of the most 
honorable character, and upon these petitions the 
expedition had been ordered. The infiuence of 
Senators, Representatives, Cabinet officers, and 
business men, had been exerted, and it had not 
been shown that a single route had been expedited 
through the influence of the defendants alone. 
Were these petitions false? If not, the case was 
utterly Bwallowed up, unless the general plan were 
entered upon, that there was some supposed neces- 
sity for continuing it, some moral effect which it 
was to have on coming generations.

Judge Wylhte—The court said that the presump 
tion was that every officer did his duty. 

Mr. Chandler inquired whether that presumption 
had been overcome, 

The Court—Suppose it to be proved that a public 
officer was bribed, what becomes of it? 

Mr. Chandler—This is not a conspiracy to bribe 
any body to defraud the United States. 

The Court—The bribery of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General was part of the conspiracy. 

Mr. Chandler argued that the proseontion had 
not shown tbat the Government had been de- 
franded. On the contrary, it had been benefited, 
and it would not do to turn the current of this case 
into a little sluice way of bribery. . g 

The court said that he did not believe that it was 
a justification for a public officer guilty of bribery 
to say that the acts he bad been bribed to perform 
were right and proper. If the Government owed 
counsel $1,000 and counse! counterfeited a one- 
thousand-dollar hond the Government would lose 
nothing, but the counsel would have obtained his 
$1,000 in an irregular way. 

Mr. Chandler—If four or five of us were indicted 
for conspiracy to defraud the United States and it 
turned out that we did not, would your Honor con- 
viet me on that indictment because it was shown 
that Lhad forged a bond of the United States. If 
so, lam answered, otherwise I am not. 

Toe Court—-I am assuming that the conspiracy is 
esti dlished. If so, the fact that the pupile received 
benefit from the expedition and increase of serviee 
is no defense 

The court then suggested to Mr. Chandler that 
lie had belter address the jury fora while, and Mr. 
Chandler understanding the court to order an ad 
jouroament, said he could complete his argument 
this afternoon 

The Court, (sarcastically 
will not close to-day ; 

Mr. Chandler good-humeredly replied that the 
court should not be so satirica He had been very 
modest in this case—more so even than his friend 
wmOrrict.

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| DISCUSSING THE TARIFF 


TESTIMONY OF MERCHANTS 
FORE THE COMMISSION. 
EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES ON WOOL. 
COLORING IN SUGAR, OCHRE, GARDEN 
SEEDS, AND GLOVES. 

Lone Brancn, Aug. 16.—The first person 
heard before the Tariff Commission this morning 
was Mr. Edward Sherer, chemist, in charge of the 
United States laboratory at New-York. His sub- 
ject was the Dutch standard of color, as applied to 
natural sugars, and he argued that the present sys- 
tem of collecting duties on sugar by the Duteh 
standard should be supplemented by permitting 
the Secretary of the Treasury to determine, by 
chemical analysis or other means, the true color 
under the Dutch standard, if the sugar had 
not been artificially darkened. He thought that 
this would stop the artificial disecloration of raw 
sugar and restore to the Dutch standard its true 
value as a test of saccharine strength. The Dutel 
standard was second only to the polariscope test, 
and had the advantage over it of requiring no spe- 
cial expert skill inits use. It was simple in its ap- 
plication, and, with the modification sugg: sted, no 
better system could be devised for the assessment 
of ad valorem rates, If it was not deemed advisa- 
ble to place such power in the hands of the Treas- 
ury Department, thon the simple adoption of the 
Treasury order of Sept. 2, 1879, would afford ample 
protection to the revenue avd be entirely just to 
the importer. 

Mr. Gustav Schwab, of New: York, who had 6ome 
before the commission to speak on the sudject of 
wool, said that he was also an importer of sugar, 
and would like to state something on that subject. 
The poiariscope, he said, was a good enough test; 
it was very accurate. The great difficulty in the 
test was in the sampling of sugar. There might be 
a difference of 5° in the saccharine strength of 
two samples from the same hogshead—one of 
them taken from the top of the hogshead 
and the other from the bottom. He expressed 
himself in favor of ad valorera rather than of spe- 
cific duties. The value of sugar was well known 
all over the worid, and no great frauds could be 
committed on the reyenue by means of under- 
valuation. In reply to questions of Mr. Kenner he 
stated tbat the polariscope was a perfect instru- 
ment to test the value of sugar, provided the same 
samples be used, and that all transactions in sugars 
in New-York take place under the polariscope test. 
The same difference of 5° between two samples 
taken fro: the same cask would appear under the 
Dutch standard test as well as under tbe polari- 
ascope test. 

Mr. Oliver—W hat is your reason for reeommend- 
jing ad valorem rather than specific duties ? 

Mr. Schwab—Becatise ad valorem duty operates 
evenly on all classes of sugar. If there werea 
specific duty of, say, 2 cents a pound imposed on 
sugar, Eust Indian sugars, which contain so much 
more impurities than centrifugal sugars do, would 
pay from 44 cent to 44 cent wu pound of clean sugar 
wore than the others, A specitie duty would, 
therefore, boa discrimination against low grade 
sugars. 

Mr. MeMahon—It the epecifie duty were 
every pound of crystallizable sugar, as shown 
by the polariseope, would not that obtain the 
same object that you have in view in recommend- 
ing ad valorem duties? 

Mr. Schwab—It would. 

Mr. Schwab then passed to the discussion of the 
wool subject. He said that he was an importer of 
foreign woolsand a buycrand seller of domestic 
in every attempt to reform the tariff wool 
has alwaye played a conspicuons part, from which 
it wight be taken for granted that the wool tariff 
contained a great many objectionable things. If 
he were to follow his own convictions he would 
inarzgument in favor of free wool and try 
to show that such a change would be the greatest 
possible boon to the woolen industry, while its 
effect on the wWwool-growing interest would 
be in no way destructive. But, believing that such 
an urgument would not be acceptable to 
the commission, he proposed to confine himself to 
those features of the present complicated wool 
tariff that do not affect the principle of protection 
to American wool growers, and that do not operate 
to the detriment of the American woolen industry, 
the honest importer, and the revenue. By the 
present tariff, all raw wools were divided into 
three classes--clothing, fine combing, and carpet 
wools—each class being made subject to a diler- 
ent duty 

nd ad valorem duty eombined. There were two 
ower one being applicable to wool (un- 
wasied) costing not over 82 centsa pound, and 
the higher one to wooi costing over 32 cents. 
rhis distinction, be said, frequently compelled the 
woo! manufacturer to use an inferior grade of 
wool. On washed wools the rate of duty was 
doubled, and on scoured wools it was trebled 
Washed and scoured wools were thereby excluded, 
and unwashed wools, containing from 50 to 75 per 
cent, impurities on which transportation charges 
had to be paid, were relied upon. As to the proper 
rate to be imposed, he said that as by 
far the largest portion of American wools 
wer of a medium grade, and as tbeir 
valtie was so low that no forelgn woois could be 
imported to compete with them atany rate of duty, 
there was very little depreciation of even tine do- 
mestic woo!s to be upprehended from even a mod- 

rate ad valorem rate of, say 25 per cent., on all 
clothing wools. The duty on combing wools dif 
fered from that on clothing wools mainly in the 
fact that washed combing wools are admitted at the 
same rate as unwashed, and that, therefore, they 
re imported exclusively in the washed condition, 
thus placing their consumers on armuch more favor- 
the consumers of clothing wools. 
He recommended that it should be put on exactly 
the same footing as clothing wools, As to carpet 
wools they pald a simple specific duty—3 cents a 
peund wheu the foreign value or cost does not ex 
ceed 12 cents and 6 cents a pound when the foreign 
value excceds 12 cent. This diserimination ex

Mr. Kenner—You say that if you wero allowe®? 
to follow yeur own convictions you would make 
an argument in favor of free wool, but that you 
believe that such an argument would not be ac- 
ceptable to this body. On what is that belief 
founded? Why do youthink that any address or 
any subject connected with the tariff, no matter 
bow broad, how free trade, or how discursive, 
would not be acceptable to this body? 

Mr. Schwab—-Because I believe (hesitating) 

Mr. Kenner—You are carrying out a theory that 
exists in the minds of a great many persons—that 
this commission is not disposed to treat everybody 
fairly and souarely. 

Mr. Sechwab—I cid not mean that. 

Mr. Kenner—You say so in the opening of your 
argument. 

Mr. Schwab—I believe that this commission is 
looking at matters connected with the tariff othe 
than those which we, merchants, are looking at. 
You have political considerations hefore you. 

Mr. Kenner—You have no antherity to say 
any suchthing: You say that you believe that an 
argument advocating free trade in wool would not 
be acceptable to this commission. On what do you 
predicate (bat statement ? You have made the asser- 
tion boldly and unequivocally. It goes abroad to 
the world, and, if we submit to it, we submit to the 
assertion that we are disposed to be unfair and un- 
just in the matters bronght before us. 

Mr. Schwab—I did not mean to imply any re- 
flection on the commission. But [ have been be- 
fore Congressional committees a number of times 
with the same subject, and I have always found 
tuat it was of no use to talk about free wool. We 
were always told that the wool-growing-interest of 
the United States would never permit it, and the 
wool-growing interest we know to be all-powerful. 

Mr. George W. Weikel, of Philadelphia, President 
of the Weikel & Smith Spice Company, addressed 
the commission on the subject of the duties on 
spices. Ho had no complaint to make about the 
existing duties, and no favors to ask. The present 
duties on spices were perfectly satisfactory. But 
if any spices were to be put on tho free list he 
would recommend a distinction to be made be- 
tween crude and ground spices. At present that 
distinction was observed, pepper, for instance, 
paying a duty of 5cents a pound, and ground pepper 
10 cents. He thought that the present duties were 
not burdensome, and he was perfectly satisfied that 
they should remain as they are. The consumer 
certainly did not feel the burden of the duties. A 
quarter pound of pepper was generally retailed at 
10 cents, and he supposed that a balf pound was 
about as much as the average inhabitant used ina 
year. He did not suppose that the importation of 

round spices would have any effect on the qual- 

ty. He had never used almond shells in the adul- 

teration of spices, or anything else that is not 
raised in this country. Everything soused was on 
the free list because it was not imported. 

At the afternoon session a communication was 
read from D. Landreth & Sons, of Philadelphia, 
growers and producers of and dealers in seeds of 
garden vegetables, representing that the rate of 
duty on imported seeds (20 per cent.) is inadequate 
as a protection to an important American indus- 


try, and suggesting an increase to 100 per cent.”

A communication was read from the Bermuda 
Ochre Company, Maiden-iane, New-York, owners 
of an ochre deposit on the Appomatox River, at 
Bermuda,’ Va., representing that if purchased the 
property in 1872: that the ochre produced there is 
equal to the Rochelle ochre; that the company has 
nearly $60,000 Invested in thé enterprise, and em- 
ploysa force of 40 men; that in 1472 the price of 
Rochelle ochre was 334 cemts per pound; that 
this company offered its ochre at 24 cents, 
and that the result of the competition was 
to reduce the price of Rochelle to 14 cents for 
large lots, and that of the Bermuda ochre to an 
average of 14 cents, While consumers freely ad- 
mit a preference for the Berthuda ochre, they in- 
sist that it shall be sold at a less price than the for- 
eign article. In consequence of this prejudiee, and 
of forelgn competition, the company had only been 
able to declare one ‘single dividend of 5 per 
cent. The annual consumption of fine ochre 
in the United States was about 3,000 tons 
of which this company supplied about 1,000 tons. 
jin explanation of its inability to produce ochre as 
cheaply as the foreign article, with a large import 
duty added, the company says that, unfortunately, 
its crude ochre contained about 10 per cent. of 
sand or grit, which had to be removed in order to 
make the ochre salable. This involved much 
labor and expense, fully equa} to the duty. The 
Rochelle ochres were free from this grit, and were 
shipped as ballast at about half the cost of the 
freight paid by steamer from City Point, Va., to 
New-York. The reduction of the duty or putting 
ochre on the free list (as had been suggested to the 
commission) would not benefit any one. The im- 
porters could then sell it at $4 cent per pound and 
have the same profit that they now have. The 
effect would ‘be to shut up the company's works 
and wreck ‘ts eapital. It thinks that it ‘deserves 
well of its country” in developing a home product 
for which the people were previously dependent 
upon Europe. 

Mr. Boteler remarked that ochre deposits had 
recently been found in the Luray Valley, Virginia, 
and Mr. Underwood made a like remark as to the 
neighborhood of Rome, Ga. 

Mr. William B. Hoyt, Assistant Appraiser in the 
Custom-house at New-York, gave his views to the 
commission in regard to the working of the pres- 
ent tariff on matters coming within his jurisdic- 
tion, such as dress goods, knit goods, hosiery, 
charges and commissions, the value of goods in 
foreign markets, &c. He suggested varions changes 
in rates and in specification of articles. 

Mr. E. C. Leseur, examiner of gloves in the New- 
York Custom-house, gave his views as to the duties 
on that article. He believed an ad valorem duty 
on gloves tc be preferable to a specific duty; or he 
would recommend (if the law was to be changed) 
something like the following: * On all gloves, the 
market value of which is less than $10 a dozen, a 
specific duty of $1 50 perdozen and 20 per cent, 
ad valorem. On xl! gloves costing more than $10 a 
dozen, $3 a dozen and 40 per cent. ad valorem. On 
ail lined gloves or gloves trimmed with fur, $3a 
dozen and 20 per cent. ad valorem.”’ 

Mr. Hayes—Why woulda you recommend a com- 
pound duty? 

Mr. Leseur—-If it were a purely specific duty it 
would discriminate in favor of French goods and 
against German aud Italian goods. It would drive 
the lower grades of gloves out of the market. 

Mr. Garland—I understood you to say that an ad 
valorem duty was hetter, in your judgment, 

Mr, Leseur—Yes; because it bears equally on all 
grades of goods. I should prefer it to compound 
duties, but, if it be necessary to make a change, I 
think there shou'!d be a small ed valorem duty and 
then a specific duty. I would myself prefer an ad 
valorem duty, but as applied to other ports be- 
sides New-York, where there are expert appraisers 
in the glove line, perhaps acompound duty would 
be prefer ible 

At 4 o'clock the commission went into executive 
session and suortly afterward adjourned.

Hesaid that he 
thoughtt the statements made by the representa- 
tives of the saddiery bardware manufacturers last 
week left an erroneous impression on the minds of 
the members of the Tariff Commission. ‘ The 
tariff of 25 per cent.,” said Mr. Harmer, ** was there 
spoken of as being the enly-proteciion that manu- 
facturers of saddlery hardware have against the 
importation of that class of goods. That does not 
convey a correct ideaof the actual facts.”’

this side of the Atlantic. In the next grade each 
$100 worth of goods will cost the American im- 
porter $170, and in the third grade an advance of 
$60 may be safely figured es being neces- 
sary to bring over $100 worth of goods. 
Tre grades that I have mentioned em- 
brace the entire trade. A general stock of 
goods, such as it would take to supply the 
trade of manufacturers of harness, saddles, and 
bridles, and the aealers in such goods, could only 
be imported at an advance of about 75 per cent. 
on each $100 worth. This calculation includes all 
of the duties that this class of goods (saddlery 
hardware) have to pay, viz... 35, 40, and 45 per cent. 
ad valorem. The saddlers’ goods, which comprise 
webs, bindings, linings for saddles, threads, patent 
eathera, &c., come in under a still higher tariff 
and at a much greater eost than the saddlery hard 
ware. To bring $100 worth of cotton webs or linen 
webs to my warehouse from England I should 
bave to pay about $165. Linea ana worsted webs 
that cost $100 in Liverpool would cost a New-York 
importer $285 before he could get them home. 
There igs a specific duty of 50 cents per pound 
weight on these latter goods, besides au ad valo- 
rem duty of 50 percent. The same double duty 
applies to worsted webs and serges or saddle lin 
ings, every $100 worth of whieh costs $250 to bring 
to this country.’ 

‘““What class of goodsin your business is sub- 
ject to the hichest tariff?’ 

‘* Well, all kinds of Knglish horse blankets are 
virtually prohibited from this country by the ex- 
cessive tariff. On horse-blanket bindings alone 
there is a specific duty of 50 cents per pound, and 
an ad valorem duty of 50 percent. The duties and 
cost of importing horse-blanket goods would be 
about $185 for each lot that cost $100 in England. 
Carriage robes are also very expensive 
things to import. Here is an invoice of 
some carriage robes for which I paid $427 in Man- 
chester. I had to pay $595 95 in duties on them. 
These are tive goods. Alowergrade of goods would 
cost morein proportion to their value. The inci- 
dental expense of importation is something that 
seriously affects every trade. Weréit not for the 
heavy duties imposed upon our line of goods, and 
the numerous petty charges that we have to pay 
before we eau get them safely into oar warehouses, 
we might buy various articlés very much cheaper 
than ‘the present ‘market prices. An article that 
would cost 44 cents in Liverpool costs $0 cents here 
direct from first hands.” 

“Do you think the tariffen your line of goods 
excessive ?”’ 

“T think the tariff is unjust. It is wrong in prin- 
ciple, and most fearfully wrong in practice. Fur- 
thermore, | regard it as damaging to the American 
saddlery hardware manufacturers to a degree that, 
if they understood it, they would not rest until 
they had secured its abolition. However, I have 
no alterations to suggest at present.”’

THE NEW LIGHT BATTERIES—HOW <ASSIGN- 
TO THEM ARE TO EE MADE— 
NAVAL MATTERS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.--The order from the 
War Department assigning officers to the new light 
batteries and assigning the tatteries to siations 
prescribes the following rules for the government 
of future details of officers to these. batteries: 
‘Regimental commanders of artillery will, re- 
spectively, as occasion requires, nominate to the 
Adjutant-General, as is now done in the detail of 
Lieutenants, the Captains to replace those whose 
tours of duty with the light batteries are about to 
expire. To avoid complaints of injustice having 
been done in the selection, and that the instruc- 
tion in regiments may be as usiform as prac- 
ticable, the regimental roster for the detail of 
Captains shall commence with the senior Captain 
eligible for detail and continue downward until all 
the Captains shall have had fnstruction as suca in 
the command of light batteries, when it will again 
commence with the senior Captain. Those Cap- 
tains relieyed on the first operation of this order, 
or who have recently been in comand of. light 
batteries for three years or longer, will not be re- 
garded as eligible for detail until all the other Cap- 
tains of the regiment have had a tour of duty in 
command of the light batteries.

_nqne ‘but those possessing the more soldierly quali- 
ties and regimental esprit should be attached to so 
favorité and distinguished an arm of the ser- 
vice, ‘an officer who has not served with bis 
regiment continuously (including cumulative 
leaves) for at least «he previous two years will not 
be considered eligible for detail tothe light bat- 
teries.

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A QUESTION OF AUTHORITY. 
CONTROLLER LAWRENCE AND S80LICITOR 
RAYNOR DISPUTING. 

WasuiIneton, Aug. 16.—There is a conflict 
of opinion between Judge Raynor, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, and Judge Lawrence, First Controller of 
the Treasury, as to who is the law officer, or legal 
adviser, of the Treasury Department. In his an- 
uual report of December last to the Secretary, Con- 
troller Lawrence said: ‘* lam the law officer of the 
Treasury Department.” A few weeks agoa ques- 
tion of account against the Government, in favor 
of James Eveleth, was referred by the Secretary of 
War to the Attorney-General for an opinion upon 
tie legality of the claim, and the latter officer gave 
an Official opinion in fayor of the claim based upon 
his construction of the law. The case went before 
Controller Lawrence, as the proper accounting 
officer to state the account between the Govern- 
ment and the claimant. The Controller filed an 
ovinion, in which he took issue with the Attor- 
ney-General upon the point of lawinvolved.. The 
Secretary of the Treasury referred the matter to 
the Solicitor of the Treasury, and the following is 
the Solicitor’s opinion:

opinion was given by the Jatter officer that the suit 
could not be iawfully maintained. Upon you refer- 
ring this opinion of the Attorney-General to the First 
Controller for his consideration, the latter takes issue 
with the former and in a labored opinion tries to 
show that the opinion of the Attorney-General is not 
in accordanee with the law as applicable to the case. 
This opinion of the First Controller I have read. f 
conclude to conform to the views expressed in the 
oficial opinion of the Attorney-General. 

I beg leave to say Ido not understand that the First 
Controller has any authority to expound the law 
after such has been instituted, or interfere m the 
management of suits brought upon accounts as stated 
by himself, The First Controller is simply an account- 
ing officer. He has power and authority to pass upon 
the iaw of accounts, so far asit is applicabie in the 
statement of the same and the striking of balances 
thereon. After stating an account, in which I admit 
he is independent of all other officlal functionaries, 1

SAFETY FOR THE TREASURY. 
*RECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE RECOMMENDED 

BY THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. -The Chief Engineer 
of the Fire Department has made a report to Chief 
Clerk Webster, of the Treasury Department, of 
the resul: of a personal examination of the Treas- 
ury Building. made in 
Clerk and James G. Hill, Sugervising Architect. He 
recommends that eight fire ladders be provided, 
four in each court-yard, and stationary ladders 
reaching from the ground to the roof, and says 


that in view of the combustible character of the 
roof, and especially the danger in the east 
wing, a large stationary chemical engine 
should be piaced in the basement; also, 
that thermo-electric alarras should be 
provided in each room and in the stairways, to be 
opened from each tleor; that the chemical engine 
in the basement should be provided with a system 
of pipes leading to each floor, and that a sufficient 
quantity of hose be attached to the pipes on each 
fioor to reach every room. He says that with these 
precautionary measures a fire could not originate 
anywhere in the building without making an alarm, 
because the increase of temperature near the 
fire would set the thermostat in operation 
and give prompt notice to the watchmen within 
the building and the Fire Department without. 
in many cases it would probably happen that the 
watchmen alone would be able to extinguish the 
fire. Should, however, the fire get beyond their 
power, the notice by the thermostat to the Fire 
Department and the facilities given them by the 
stand-pipes and ladders would almost always be 
attended with the earliest possible extinguish- 
ment. The Chief Engineer says that in a building 
constructed like the Treasury it would séem clear 
that no partial or imperfect methods should-be 
adopted, but that the most thorough attainable 
protection should be afforded.

THE KINGS COUNTY PENITENTIARY. 

Warder Green, of tne Kings’ County Pent. 
teutiary, submitted yesterday, at a meeting of t 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction, bis 
report for the fiscal year ending duly 31. The re 
port shows the earnings of the penitentiary dur 
ing the year to have been $73,688 90, and 
expenditures $62,957, leaving a net profit 
of $10,731 90. In the course of 
port the Warden says: “ While the penit 
tiary has been more than _self-sustaini 
the earnings for tne year for convict labor have 
been as large aa those of tho year previous, 
withstanding tbat the system of furnishing 1 
uers or shop waiters adds at least $2,( 
to the receipts of the institution. ‘This falling off 
inthe reyenueis accounted for by the fact that 
the daily average number of convicts at work on the 
shoe contract was considerably less than last year, 
andis due principally to the practice of sending 
prisoners to the jail instead of sentencing them to 
the penitentiary, where tuey would have to w 
and the product of their labor relieve the cot 
from their sipport. In this connection it may 
be out of place to state that able-bodied 
men, by reason of the shortness of their ence, 
or those who on account of advanced age or phys: 
ical infirmity are unable to doa day’s work, will 
not be employed and paid by the contractors. Yet 
we have received petty sneak-thieves, habitual 
crimidals, and wife-beaters for terms of - 30 days, 
while cripples and aged persons that have no homes 
would receive sentences of six months.

1,000. The number discharged was 1,073.

FROSPEROUS MOUNTAIN INNS AND 
BOARDING-HOUSES. 

“HE SEASON AT THE KAATERSKILL AND THE 
OLD MOUNTAIN BOUSE—THE PRICES 
ASKED FOR BOARD AT THE MANY HOs- 
TELRIES—RECENT HOTEL ARRIVALS, 

KaAaTERSKILL, Aug. 15.—About two or 
three years ago a certain Philadelphia gentle- 
man was visiting a popular hotel in the Cats- 
kills. The table of the hotel at that time was 
not altogether satisfactory, but what troubled 
the gentleman trom Philadelphia most was 
that the vegetables were cold. So one day he 
remarked to the proprietor, half in earnest and 
half in jest: 

“Weil, Mr. ——, I have been coming to 
your hotel for a good many years, and I think 


the least you can do for an old client is to give 
him his vegetables hot.” 


“If you don’t like this hotel,” was the re- 
joinder, not at all in jest, but wholly in ear- 


nest, ‘you can build one for yourself, and have 
your vegetables to suit yourself.” 

‘That is just what I’m thinking of doing,” 
said the gentleman from Philadelphia. ‘I’ve 
seen 4 capital site and you may expect to see 


a new hotel next year not a thousand miles 
away.” 


In another year there was a new hotel, and it 
was the Hotel Kaaterskill. Though this is only 
its second season the Hotel Kaaterskill is so well 
known that one would as soon think of de- 
scribing it as describing the Catskills them- 
selves. When opened last year it suddenly 
leaped into popularity, and its 400 rooms were 
tested to the utmost. During the past Winter 
the hotel has been enlarged and a large num- 
ber of sleeping rooms added. As an example 
of Yankee enterprise it isa marvel. Situated 
on the top of a mountain 3,000 feet above the 
Hudson is an establishment possessing every 
facility that a city hotel does, gas everywhere, 
baths attached to a hundred rooms, 
telegraph to the rest of the world, 
telephone to Catskill, and unsur- 
passed bill of fare, though every ounce 
of food has to be dragged up the mountain 


side, aud with prices not greater than those 
charged in the world below, where the season 
lasts all the year round and not for a brief 
two months. But the enterprise of the 
owner has been amply repaid. For the 
past three weeks there has not been an empty 
room in the house, and for a week past there 
were cots in many apartments, and unexpect- 
ed visitors have been obliged to sleep two or 
threein a room. Over 1,100 persons have 
been accommodated in asingle night, and hun- 
dreds have been prevented from coming on ac- 
count of the impossibility of securing rooms, 
The Hotel Kaaterskill is distinctly what is 
called ‘ fashionable.” Its walls might be 
built with the gold of its occupants and its 
halls paved with their diamonds. Wealth and 
fashion is read in every figure on its crowded 
plazzas and in its bare and empty reading- 
room. In the words of the local scribe who 
edits the Kaaterskill: ** Beautiful ladies with 
rich and handsome, but not gaudy, costumes 
are the order of the day, while the display of 
diamonds causes the electric lights to pale be- 
fore their dazzling beauty.” The admirable 
management provides an endless fund of 
amusement. Three times a day Stoll’s Ger- 
mania orchestra, from Philadelphia, plays on 
the piazzas and at the evening hops. One 
thing will not escape even the most casual ob- 
server of the brilliant crowds in the rotundas 
and on the porches, and thatfis absence of what 
are called marriageable men. This is now, I 
believe, the universal plaint of hotel-keep- 
ers and designing mammas, Marriage- 
able girls there are in scores, even 
hundreds, The choice is, indeed, be- 
wildering, but the men to be seen engulfed in 
the sea of laces and muslin seem generally 
old and uninteresting enough to suggest that 
they have long been cast on the rocks of mat- 
rimony, The few handsome fellows of mar- 
riageable age who have all this beauty at 
command are accordingly so conceited that 
the Kaaterskill, with its hundreds of rooms 
and broad piazzas, is quite too small for them. 
** Where are all the young men?’ I asked of 
an old Summer traveler. ‘Has the Summer 
hotel declined as a matrimonial agency ?”’ 
“ Yes,”? was the reply, “it has declined in 
the past few years, and particularly at 
the larger hotels. The voung men of leisure 
fo more to places where ~ fo can fish and 
keep or engage yachts. This sort of places 
has multiplied in the last few years, and a 
man will always go where he can have active 
out-door sport rather than to the piazza of a 
tashionable hotel. So much, too, used to be 
said about match-making mothers foraging 
about the great hotels that the young gentle- 
men of wealth became frightened and with- 
drew to quieter places. On the whole, how- 
ever, most large Summer resorts still turn out 
a creditable number of mated couples.”’ 

Oscar Wilde delivers to-night his well-worn 
lecture on ‘‘ Decorative Art” in the drawing- 
room of the Kaaterskill. If one may judge 
by the remarks heard on the viazzas and at 
the dinner-table, this gentleman is regarded 
aS a something near a mountebank, but he 
will get the 50 cents of every one of his de- 
famers. ‘I hear he has made over $25,000 in 
this country,” one gentleman was heard to 
say. ‘Alas,’ sighed his fair companion, ‘I 
fear he will add the price of my ticket to his 
bank account.” Something more interesting 
than Mr. Wilde’s views on decorative art will 
be his ‘‘ Impressions of America,” which he is 
understood to be preparing, for if there is 
anything more remarkable than the gentle- 
man himself it is the society that makes him 
possible. 

The Hotel Kaaterskill is now approached in 
two ways. Theroute by the Catskill Moun- 
tain Railroad is already very popular, not- 
withstanding it has only been opened a few 
weeks. It is the shortest route, and by it there 
is less of a railway journey, while the stage 
ride is about as long as by the other route via 
Tannersville. Life in the Catskills cannot be 
seen to better advantage than along this road 
trom the hotel to Tannersville, and, indeed, 
even all the way to Rondout. Along the eight- 
mile drive there is every half-mile, upon one 
side of the road or the other, a large hotel or 
boarding-house, All of them are white and 
clean-looking. They command wide views, 
and fresh mountain breezes ever blow over 
them. Their piazzas are seen by the passer-by 
to be crowded, and inquiries made where the 
stages stop reveal the fact that they are all 
full. In and about Tannersville itself, near 
the terminus of the railroad, there are 
over. 40 hotels and boarding-houses, and 
these are all quite filled, which means the pres- 
ence of between 1,500 and 2,000 strangers in 
the neighborhood. The usual rates for board 
at a majority of these places are from $7 to 
$10 a week, thougb, in some of the inferior 
ones, $5 a week will pay for a small room and 
full board. Summer boarding-house keepers 
have almost.as curious stories to tell as detec- 
tives of Police. The odd tastes, fancies, and 
demands of people sometimes surpass belief. 
One story is related ofacity lady who wrote to 
a large mountain hotel for particulars. Shein- 
quired about ‘‘ the gentility and polish of the 

roprietor’s patrons, how they dressed, &c. 
Bhe wished a room onthe north side, with a 
10-foot ceiling. There must be a piano, spring 
bed, walnut coiare, marble tops, first-class 
table, and colored waiters in evening dress. 
Were there mosquitoes or noisy trogs ? If these 
matters were satisfactory she would be willing 
to pay $5 a week.”’ 2 

All the railways running into the mountains 
report an unusually large business, The great 
hotels as well as the moderate-sized boarding- 
houses are at present doing well. ‘The cool 
June inade the mountain season extremely 
late, and few were in the Catskills before July 
i, while itis only within the past two or three 
weeks that the rush has been great and wide- 
spread. A hot September is generally pre- 
dicted in mountain houses, but perhaps the 
wish is parent to the prediction, for if that 
month be cold Summer mountaineers will flee 
to the valleys or back to the cities as rapidly 
us they came. 

To return to the Kaaterskill Hotel. Its 
princely proprietor is projecting a scheme by 
which even the stage ride by way of the Cats- 
kill route shall be avoided, and that is the 
building of an inclined railway, such as that 
at Mount Washington, or by means of a chain 
cable. Tho latter is the more favored plan, it 
being believed that a road can be built straight 
down the mountain-side toward Palensville, 
and the cars be let down and drawn up by 
means of a cable and stationary engine. It is 
likely that this will be done in another 
season, and if it be successful it will 
be a fit crown for the remarkable 
enterprise which designed and perfected this 
most admirable of mountain houses. The ma- 
ority of the visitors at the Kaaterskill are 
ow Yorkers, but there are a great number of 

iladelphians, and there is not a State nor 

ge city in the Union unrepresented. Among

ACCOUNTING SETTLED BY SURROGATE 
COFFIN, OF WESTCHESTER. 

In the matter of the judicial settlement of 
the accounts of Philip R. Undernhill,Executor, &o., of 
Elizabeth R. Underhill, deceased, Surrogate Owen 
T. Coffin, of Westchester County, yesterday ren- 
dered his decision. Thiscase has been before the 
Surrogate for about two years, and the amount in- 
volved was about $1,000,000. The deceased tes- 
tatrix was a daughter of Deborah Rhinelander 
and wife of Isaac Underhill, of New-Rochelle. By 
the will of Deborah Rhinelander, admitted to pro- 
bate im 1836, his large estate was given to the 
Executors in trust for the benefit of Elizabeth 
R. Underhill for life. Jacob Rhinelander, 
an uncle of Mrs. Underhill, by his will gave 
her all his large estate absolutely. The will of 
Elizabeth R. Underhill, bearing date Jan. 29, 1853. 


with a codicil dated June 6, 1854, and admitted to 
robate in March, 1859, gave the estate derived 
rom Deborah Rhinelander to her son, Philip R. 
Underhill, and, after making some bequests to her 
husband and son out of the property derived from 
her uncle, she divided it into three parts, one to go 
to Philip R. Underhill, another to her daughter, 
Deborah R. Thorne, wife of John S. Thorne, during 
life, and the remaining one-third to her other 
daughter, Elizabeth M. Guion, for life, with the 
provision that whatever she had advanced to 
them should be deducted. Soon after tne death of 
the testatrix an inventory was taken, by which it 
appeared the assets left by her amounted to up- 
ward of $441,000. This is the first proceed- 
ing which has ever been had fora settlement of 
the Executor’s accounts. The Executor, however, 
claimed that there was some property included in 
the inventory which should not have been included 
init. It appears that there were no charges found 
upon tne books of the testatrix against the Ex- 
ecutor, Philip R. Underhill, but there was a charge 
of $15,000 against Mrs. Thorne and $42,151 25 
against Mrs. Guion. Mr. L. D. Fredericks and 
Francis Larkin appeared in this accounting for the 
Executor; T. H. Rodman for Mrs. Thorne and her 
daughter; Richard O'Gorman for Mrs. Murpby, 
legatee in remainder, and Smith & Randall for B. 
R. Guion and other legatees in remainder. 

The Surrogate in his deeision says: ‘‘[ can but 
regard this as a most extraordinary case. Here is 
avery large estate, involving an accounting for 
about $1,000,000, relating to transactions extending 
over nearly a quarter of a century, conducted by 
one person, and he a guileless, simple-hearted man, 
now of advanced years, largely unfamiliar with 
affairs, with a confused and defective memory, 
and the only witness whose evidence can be bad 
as to the history of the somewhat complex trans- 
actions involved. Under the circumstances it may 
be regarded as marvelous that no great disaster 
has befallen the estate.’’ He says he has been un- 
able to place much reliance upon the testimony of 
the Executor, except when corroborated by docu- 
mentary evidence. Philip R. Underhill was the 
Executor of the wills of Deborah Rhinelander, 
Jacob Rhinelander, Deborah R. Underhill, and 
Isaac Underhill, and all of these estates are more 
or less involved and interwoven In this accounting. 
The Surrogate is of the opinion that the Executor 
should be charged with the amount of bad invest- 
ments in the Parsons property, at Flushing, which 
he did on his own responsibility, and without the 
consent or concurrence of the other beneticiaries, 
and in direct conflict with the provisions of the 
will. He holds, therefore, that the Executor must 
be charged with the amount, $34,000, as a part of 
the permanent fund, and account to his sisters for 
the amount of the accrued interest on this sum. 
The Surrogate then reviews the charges against 
the two daughters on the account-book, and decides 
they are genuine, and must stand. He cannot see 
that the contestants have any claim against the 
Executor springing from the Neptune House prop- 
perty, at New-Rochelle, or from any of the other 
pareels in controversy. ‘The Surrogate finds the 
whole fund to be $502,727 90, from which deduc- 
tions, aggregating $83,600 54, are to be made, leav- 
ing a balance of $419,127 36 as the fund, to one- 
third of which, less deductions of book charges, 
Mrs. Thorne and Mrs. Guion are respectively en- 
titled to the use. Deducting those charges, the 
fund is reduced to $361,799 75, and the whole 
amount of iscome received by the Executor, or for 
which he is liable to account, is $408,118 89, sub- 
ject, of course, to such payments on account there- 
of as he has made, to his commissions, and to the 
expenses of the accounting. The following is an 
approximation of the result, as the Surrogate 
makes it, without regard to the fact that the sum 
of $49,752 08 for taxes, &c., should be apportioned 
pro rata according to the amount eo in- 
come foreach. Phillp R. Underhill’s share of in 
come, about $157,500; Mrs. Thorne’s, $140,875; Mra. 
Guion’s, $109,950. Mrs. Thorne has been paid $149,- 
298, which is an over-payment of $8,413; Mré. Guion 
has been paid $116,145, which is an over-payment 
of $6,195. In closing, the Surrogate says: ‘I have 
taken the figures for income, mainly. as furnished 
by the Executor’s counsel and the account.’’ Thus 
is finished the long contest and first accounting of 
the Executor of nis mother in 25 years.

H6W A PRISONER WAS CONVICTED IN THE 
ABSENCE OF THE COMPLAINANT. 


A 16-year-old thief named John Murphy 
was arrested on June 1 by Officer Fiynn, of the 
First Inspection Distriet, for robbing a sailor 
named Jacob Oelsener of $45. Murphy was held 
for tria! by Justice Gardner, and Oelsener was 
committed to the House of Detention in default of 


$300 bail. Edward J. Maher, of No. 118 White- 
street, ergeee ig A became bondsman for the 
complainant, and he was released. When the 
case was called for trial the complainant falied to 
appear, and Maher requested Assistant District 
Attorney O’Byrne to postpone the case in order 
that he might have an opportunity to find him. 
Mr. O’Byrne granted the request, but discoy- 
ered afterward that Maher was a friend of 
the prisoner, and that the complainant had 
been released and induced to go to sea in order 
that the prosecution might fall through. The case 
was again placed upon the calendar, and the 
complainant not appeariug ais bond was forfeited, 
and the $300 for which he had become surety 
colleoted from Maher, But the case did not end 
here. Mr, O’Byrne moved the case for trial again 
yesterday. He proved the release of the complain- 
ant from the House of*Detention and the fruitless 
efforts of Officer Flynn to find him. He 
then called Police Justice Gardner, and proved 
by him the committal of Murphy and the fact that 
he could, had he so pleased, have cross-examined 
the complainant. Then, acting under the pro- 
visions of subdivision 3 of the eighth section of the 
new Criminai Code, he was permitted to read to 
the jury, in the absence of the complainant, the 
deposition of the latter before Justice Gardner.

SaratToGca, Aug. 16.—The Bankers’ Associa- 
tion began its annual session here to-day. The at- 
tendance is much larger than ever before, com- 
prising representatives from all sections of the 
country. After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Harper, of 
Philadelphia, the President, before beginning his 
opening address, introduced to the convention Mr. 
Wilham H. Foster, of h, Mass., who has been 
Cashier of a bank there for 59 years. Mr. George 
8. Coe, the President, then delivered the opening 
address, 

« He said that the serious apprehensions of com- 

mercial revulsion, which were but recently felt 

throughout the country, have been happily dis- 
pelled by the cheering prospects of an abundant 
harvest. He felt that the.members of the conven- 
tion need not conceal their great disappointment 
that the exceptional wartaxes—so long borne by 
the business of banking, and through it by the gen- 
eral industry of the Nation, and which were origi- 


nally imposed and most freely and willingly paid 
while the Nation was struggling for its life, but 
which have been needlessly protracted these 
many years since that struggle ended—have 
not yet been repealed. “Our disappoint- 
ment,” continued Mr. Coe, ‘is all the greater 
because of the hope which was reasonably raised, 
that by the action of Congress tnis last vestige of 
civil war was at length to be sweptaway. The con- 
tinuance of this repeated toll, taken from the re- 
sources and industries of the people as they move 
forward to market through the banks, has also the 
further effect to hasten unnecessarily the extin- 
guishment of the public debt, and thus to disturb 
the foundation upon which rests the present na- 
tional currency and the existing monetary system. 
The banks, by the further payment of these heavv 
taxes, are stiil continuing to supply the means for 
their own extinction, and the question is conse- 

uently pressed more and more upon public atten- 
tion, ‘ What will be the basis upon which the cur- 
rency of the country shall hereafter rest?’ As the 
basis of all business in this country, we now 
Lave two qualities of national coined dollars, the 
One widely differing in commercial value from the 
other, yet both equally a legal tender for debts and 
a measure of trade, while they are not exchangea- 
ble, the one for the other, at the Government 
Treasury that issues them both as standard money. 
We have also four forms or descriptions of paper 
currency, viz., Government notes, bank notes, gold 
certificates, and silver certificates. Three of these 
are redeemable at present in gold dollars, and one 
exclusively in silver dollars. These weights and 
measures of varied inherent capacity or power are 
now working side by side in practical business, 
and among an intelligent people, not because two 
things, while greatly differing in value from each 
other. can possibly each be equal toa third thing 
in trade, but simply because the country is for the 
time being rich enough to supply a suflicient sum 
of the superior measure to perform all the offices 
of trade and commerce, and the inferior is not yet, 
as it may soon be, overwhelming in amount.” 

After [age a out the inequality of the two 
standards of value, Mr. Coe said that by force of 
most peremptory law the resources of tbe public 
Treasury are diverted from the coinage of the kind 
and quality of money that commerce demands, and 
are driven into that which it persistently rejects. 
No compulsion would be required to limit or to 
establish that quantity or quality of currency or 
coin that the people want. Compulsion ts the 
strongest evidence that the svecially prescribed 
thing is not wanted. Mr. Coe added: 
**In this remarkable conflict between statute law 
and the law of nature the inevitable result is sim- 
ply a question of time and of public endurance. 
The oy will be content so long as the final is- 
sue of this contest for supremacy between diverse 
measures of value is deferred and counteracted by 
the amazing growth and prosperity of the country. 
Providence has so far kindly interposed its bounti- 
ful hand and averied the natural consequences of 
our financial errors; but a single bad harvest, with 
the continuance of the present compulsory coin- 
age and the rapiti accumulation of inferior silver 
dollars in the Treasury, would precipitate this Na- 
tion irrecoverably into the lower standard of value, 
and most seriously impair our present superior 
power and commercial independence among the 
nations of the world. From any point cf view at 
which, as practical men, we can view this question 
of compulsory coinage or currency, it seems noth- 
ing less than a gratuitous, unnecessary, and self- 
imposed infliction upon the business of the coun- 
try, an obstacle to its commerce and trade, in 
every way unfair in its practical operation. 

“The soundest and most useful assets of a bank 
or banker,’’ said Mr. Coe, “do not consist of 
money, but of the money's worth of exchangeable 
commodities dealt in or required by the popala- 
tion in which the bank is situated. In a wheat 
country they will consist largely of wheat; ina 
coal region of coal, in a cotton country of co!ton, 
and in a place of diverse trade they will be com- 
posed of the miscellaneous articles of value which 
make up the stock of thetrading community. The 
best assets for a commercial bank are those that 
spring out of commodities most extensively ex- 
changeable, and the worst, those that are based 
upon property, like real estate, incapable of gen- 

ral diffusion. Banks advance their means and 
nour their obligations upon the money value of 
miscellaneous or specific property of their dealers, 
just as foreign bankers do, leaving the borrower 
or the depositor meanwhile in charge of the prop- 
erty, to manipulate it at his discretion, but always 
in the interest of the bank, which has thus be- 
come the real owner, no less than of himself, who 
has but the remainder unpledged. And just as 
a foreign banker advances upon goods in transitu, 
or as a company of capitalists lend upon 
real estate by mortgage, so a bank entrusts its 
means to dealers of every variety, who thereby be- 
come possessed of the dpe to exchange orto re- 
move them, while, at the same time, the property 
interest to the extent agreed on is always in the 
bank itself, and so banks are simple devices for 
concentrating and exchanging the fruits of industry 
from band to hand andfrom place to place, mak- 
ing it current and divisible. They dispense, as far 
as possible, and more and more so as social life is 
elevated and refined, with the necessity of money 
as a practical medium, by taking title to property 
and by issuing to and accepting from their dealers 
the written attestations of the money ‘value re- 
ceived.’ These wiitten or printed papers, in their 
various forms, actually and in their very nature, 
possess the potency as well as the promise to re- 
spond in money or in its equivalent in other 
forms of useful industry. Banks are thus 
the very embodiments of labor, existing 
in tangible and exchangeable forms in any com- 
munity, the pivots upon which industry and social 
comforts continually revolve. And, accordingly, 
experience has proved that in the current daily 
business of commercial cities less than five parts 
ina hundred, either of deposits in banks or of the 
sums Withdrawn from them, consist of money. 
That is to say, more than 95 per cent. of financial 
transactions {n society are only an exchange of 
one useful thing for another, and banks simply 

erform the function of effecting those exchanges. 
n whatever of the various forms of paper instru- 
ments the obligations of banks may be made, they 
are not money in any sense. Money cannot be 
made from paper. It is independently and of itself 
one form of property, and therefore it is money. 
Any human attempt to create it is only a weak 
aud ineffectual encroachment upon the Divine 
prerogative. Papers are nothing, and can legiti- 
mately be nothing, but the record of a concurrent 
or precedent fact, that property has moved from 
one possessor to another tothe extent of the money 
value they represent, 

“And because these simpie paper instruments 
and orders thus perform the great offices of com- 
merce, it is naturally inferred that the whole vir- 
tue is in them, rather than in the transactions they 
record, and so the attempt has been maae in all 
ages to secure the inward life by legally creating 
the outward sign. Such also is the wide difference 
between the paper currency, that form of debt 
miscalled money, ot the Government, and the real 
animating thing which enfoids the vital element of 
labor, and whose original force and germinal 
principle already exists in commerce itself. Rail- 
roads, ships, and every kind of vehicle employea 
for transportation of merchandise do not more 
truly convey the property intrusted to them than 
do banks and bankers perform substantially the 
same service in promoting the exchange and distri- 
bution of the articles placed atthneircontrol. in 
fact, these two agencies work in conjunction to 
secure the same practical result. The one is a 
complement of the other. Both of them unite 
in a similar service to society, and with- 
out both modern commerce, with its multi- 
plied blessings, would be impossible. Observe 
the report of tonnage transported by railroads, 
and of the vaiues transferred through the clearing- 
houses of banks, and see how they keep race with 
each other. While one of these carries the prop- 
erty itself the other holds the draft, note, check 
or bill of exchange which binds and commands it, 
and which divides and transfers its value to oth- 
ers, andthus a bank invests its own capital or 
property, and receives by deposit the capital or 
preneey of its dealers, and moves it forward or 
meets the returning volume by means of its various 
forms of paver instruments as it comes and goes 
inevery direction, far or near, at home or abroad, 
current meeting counter-current, and one kind 
continually exchanging itself for another kind in 
countless variety. Banks thus contain the stored 
industrial energy of the people, and every form of 
obligation they emit but discharges and diffuses 
the power first secured within them, to be contin- 
ually replenished: and reproduced by new ex- 
changes. Every piece of paper used as a commer- 
cial medium, in any form whatever, must derive 
its sole value from being tied by an invisible 
ligament to some object of useful exchange, 
A commercial bank seeks its position in the very 
midst of commercial activity, where there are the 
most of products to be moved and exchanged. It 
is itself the focal point of such movements. Apart 
from them it is like a ship in the desert, it has no 
proper function whatever. It derives its existence 
rom them, and without them a banking obiigation 
in any of its forms can have no true vitality. Ex- 
amine your securities and see if they are such as 
carry any desirable or necessary property, proxi- 
mate or remote, and so possess a living character? 
If not they are like empty oars upon the train, 
which only incumber it. Such assets and such 
banks are dead because the soul has fled from 
them. It this be jtrue, it}simply proves;that any 
paper passing among men in exc for prop- 
erty, from whatever source derived, that conveys 
from the start no property with it is only a 
* tinkling symbol’ without intrinsic value, aud only 
deranges and disturbs the order and mermony of 
sound commerce. The natural aud most healthy 
circulating medium of any country must come ex- 
clusively from the power and through the organ- 


izations that concentrate and move its various 
commercial industries. In fact, all paper instru- 
ments of trade must be, from their inception, the 
veritable certificates of the actual possession of 
things of the value expressed, and the more highly 
any country becomes developed by variety of pro- 
duction, modes of intercourse, and facilities of 
exchange the less use it makes of the precious 
metals or money and the more it exchanzes things 
for things by means of paper vouchers for the 
things of value which they represent.” 

Mr. Coe took up the swoject of notes, and said 
that instruments so created and based upon debt 
are not the evidence of things existing, but of cap- 
ital expended. A currency of a country should be 
based directly upon the property of the country, 
not upon its debts; upon what it has. not upon 
what it owes. Mr. Coe continued: ‘*Taking into 
consideration all the chances of buman frailty, it 
may confidently be asserted that a safer, more nat- 
ural, and healthier system of circulating notes can 
be provided by a few simple and practicable legal 
restraints, through the security that commerce 
creates for its greater transactions, than through 
any form of public debt. It is a strange and pal- 
pably absurd proposition in political economy that 
a popular Government must be kept poor and ino 
debt in order that the people may be provided with 
means to become rich. It is not necessary that 
either our local or our general Government shou'd 
prolong its poverty so that the people may be in- 
sured against poverty and loss, but rather that the 
wealth of the community should, provide its own 
facilities for defense and independence.”’ 

In conclusion he said, “ When the truth is fully 
recognized that banks, like other essential ele- 


.ments of society, have grown up as the natural re- 


sults of the best social development, we shall not 
find it necessary, as now, to defend our right to 
the fairest consideration, nor forever be compelled 
to half apologize for existence. The keenest in- 
stinct of self-interest in our business combines 
with the highest patriotism in inducing us all as 
bankers to be ourselves, in the highes! sense, good 
citizens, to encourage any good work by which the 
prosperity of the country can be permanently se- 
cured, universal comfort, peace, and order main- 
tained, and progress promoted. The _ best 
thing for the country is always best for 
us, because we are inseparably involved in 
and are touched by every possible interest 
that can effect the community for good 
or for evil. Andin the same general, as well as in 
the more special, sense, we are interested in each 
other. He isanarrow and short-sighted banker 
who thinks that by some mae competition or 
cunning device he can secure to himself or to his 
institution a solid position or real personal prosper- 
ity. There is no profession in the world whose in- 
dividual interests are so entirely identified with 
the best interests of all, or where a careful regard 
to one’s self is so closely interwoven with the best 
interests of others. It is in this spirit that our asso- 
ciation is formed, and we therefore now most 
cordially invite all members during the session of 
this convention to make their contributions to the 
general fund of intelligence and of good fellow- 
ve in the freest, most unreserved, and catholic 
spirit.’ 

After Mr. Coe’s address the Hon. Luke Poland, 
of Vermont, presented a resolution directing the 
Executive Committee to ascertain the laws of the 
several States in regard to commercial paper, and 
especially the variations and differences therein. 
Also, whether, under the constitutional power 
given to Congress to regulate commerce among 
the several States, itis not competent for Congress 
to make laws governing commercial paper drawn 
in one State upon a party in another, or made in 
one State and payable in another, so that sach 
laws shall be uniform throughout the Nation. 
Also, whether it is expedient for Congress to exer- 
cise such power if the Constitution confers it, and 
og atthe next annual meeting of the associa- 
tion. 

After remarks by Messrs. C. C. Bonney and L. J. 
Gage, both of Chicago, in support of the resolu- 
tions, they were adopted, and the committee au- 
thorized to employ lawyers to investigate the sub- 
ject with them. Prof. Atwater then read a paper 
on “ The Currency of the Future.’ Col. Grosven- 
or, of New-York, read a paper on ‘'Clearings.”’ 
Mr. Baldwin, of the Fourth National Bank of New- 
York, criticised statements of Col. Grosvenor re- 
garding the proposition of commercial and brok- 
ers’ paper passing through banks. Mr. Gibson, of 
New-York, also commented on the communication. 

Mr. John Thompson, of New-York, delivered an 
address on ‘* Our Financial Situation and the Dan 

ers of the Future.”’ In the course of his remarks 

e said: ‘ By a casual reading of section 10 of the 
law I thought that the face of our 4 percent. bonds 
taight be issued in currency to national banks, and 
asked the Controller to define the meaning of that 
section.”’ The following is his reply:

The Intention of the section as understood 
by this office Is that circulation may be issued to an 
ainount equal to 90 percent. of the current market 
value of the United States bonds deposited, provided 
the current market value of the bonds does not ex- 
ceed par. The language of the section appears to 
some to bear a different construction, but until such 
different construction is sustained by some compe 
tent judicial decision {t cannot be acted on by this 
office.

A. D. Lynch, of Indiana, then read a paper on 
“Banking in the West.’ Mr. Baldwin, of the 
Fourth National Bunk of New-York, criticized the 
conclusion of Coij. Grosvenor regarding the pro 
— of the business done by merchants and 

rokers about holiday times, as evidenced by 
clearing-house figures. 

Mr. Gibson, sad by the President to be a broker 
in New-York and a banker In California, gave his 
experience, showing the annoyance caused by the 
laws governing holidays. and somewhat confirming 
the deductions which Col. Grosvenor bad drawn 
from his figures. 

A letter was presented from R. H. English, Lon 
don, acknowledging the invitation to attend the 
meeting and inclosing a statement showing an im- 
portant movein English banking consequent upon 
the failure of the City of Glasgow and West of 
England banks there. The principle of limited lia- 
bility by bankers under the law of 1879 was ardopt- 
ed generally, which gave ample security to deposi- 
torsand atthe same time protected stockholders 
from being liable to the extent of their fortunes, 
Stockholders put up additional capital, increasing 
the aggregate £3,400,000, and adding to the re- 
serves £5,800,000. There has been an improvement 
in the quality of the proprietary since the adoption 
of the limited liability provision, persons of better 
standing taking shares sioce the full extent of their 
risk has been fixed by law. Depositors are satis- 
fied that the limited liability of the wealthy 
is better than the unlimited liability of the needy. 
The banks themselves have gained from becoming 
connected with a better proprietary, giving a 
wider choice for Directors The deposits do 
not appear to have increased in proportion to the 
paid up capital; in fact, they may may not be in all 
cases quite as large in proportion as before the 
alterations. The matter of deposits can not be 
traced as accurately in England as in the United 
States, there being no such regular publication of 
bank returns. The paid up capital of tbe banks in 
1877 was £33,000,000; the reserves nearly £14,000, 000. 
In 1882 the paid up capital was over £36,000,000; 
the reserves nearly 40,000,000. In 1878 44 bunks 
in Evgland and Wales were ot limited liability, and 
now 92 are so, leaving only 23 unlimited, 
which are about to become limited.

FIRE IN A FASH/ONABLE FLAT-HOUSE. 

Asingular fire broke out yesterday in Messrs. 
Griswold & Darling’s flat-house, the Hotel Burling- 
ton, Nos. 8and 10 West Thirtieth-street. On the 
west side of the sixth floor is the apartment of Mr. 
Erwio Davis, who is out of town. At 10:30 o’clock 


smoke in the nurses’ hall on the seventh floor was 
traced to Mr. Davis’s flat, and woodwork was 
found on fire between a bathroom and a bedroom. 
An alarm was sent out, and servants of the hotel 
moved furniture out of the burning apartment and 
one on the floor below, and extra covers were 
brought by the insurance patro!, who protected 
property liable to damage by water. The fire was 
out in a quarter of an hour. One of the walls and 
part of the ceiling in the room where the fire broke 
out were destroyed, and a little damage was 
done by water, which found its way down 
stairs. The damage done to the building is about 
$1,000, and carpets and furniture were damaged to 
the extent of $1,200. The losses are fully insured. 
The fire started between the floors under a closet 
over which was a fixed marble wash-basin. It was 
absolutely impossible for a match ora lighted cigar 
— to fall between the floors, as the water and 
gas pipes are tightly cased in and the floors are 
covered with carpets. Mr. Griswold scouted the 
idea that the fire was due to spontaneous combus- 
tion, and the only theory suggested that appeared 
to be reasonable was that a sma!l eseape of yas 
from a pipe between the floors found tire some- 
where and flashed to the leak.

A STREET CAR COMPANY BRINGING SUIT TO 


ENFORCE ITS CLAIMS. 


In the latter part of March, President Hayes, 
of the Ninth-Avenue Railroad Company, wrote 
to Commissioner of Public Works Thompson, ask- 
ing permission to open the roadways of the Boule- 
vard and Tenth-avenue for the purpose of laying 
rails. He explained that his corporation had a 
right to extend its road from its present northern 
terminus at the Boulevard and Sixty-fourth- 
street, through the theroughfares mentioned, 
to the Harlem River. On June 19 Commis- 
sioner Thompson refused to grant a per- 


mit for the opening of the streets. Mr. 
Hayes then informed the Commissioner that the 
railroad company claimed to have an absolute 
right to Jay its tracks inthe Boulevard between 
Sixty-fourth and Seventy-second streeta, and in 
Tenth-avenue between Seventy-second-street and 
the Harlem River; that it had asked for permission 
to open the street merely as a matter of form and 
in deference to a corporation ordinance, and that 
it would go on with the work of extending its 
road without a permit from the Department of 
Public Works. Commissioner Thompson’s answer 
to this communication was that he would resist 
the opening of the streets, and would have every 
person employed by the railroad compaay in the 
extension of the road arrested and punished. 

A suit was begun in the Supreme Court yester- 
day torestrain the Mayor, &c.,and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works from interfering with the 
proposed proceedings of the Nincn-Avenue Rail- 
road Company. Onthe application of Mr. John 
M. Scribner, one of the attorneys for the railroad 
company, Judge Donohue granted a preliminary 
injunction against the defendants, and an order 
directing them to show cause in Chambers on Mon- 
day uext why the injunction should not be 
continued until the determination of the suit. The 
complaint sets forth that in December, 1853, the 
Boards of Aldermen and Assistant Aldermen 
passed over the veto of the Mayor a resolution 
granting to William Radford, James Murphy, and 
others the right to construct and operate a horse 
railroad from Fifty-first-street to Battery-place, 
and to extend it northward through the Blooming- 
dale road and Tenth-avenue to the Harlem River 
as fast as the streets should be graded and the pub- 
lic need of conveyancé should grow. his 
franchise was conveyed by Radford and Mur- 
poy and their associates tc the Ninth-avenue 

ailroad Company in 1859, and all the riehts con- 
ferred by the resolution of the Common Council in 
1853 were confirmed by an actof the Legislature 

assed in 1860. Prior to the succession of the 
Ninth-Avenue Railroad Company to the rights ot 
the individual grantees the railroad had been 
partly constructed, The railroad company 
changed the southern terminus of its road from 
Battery-place to Broadway and Fulton-street, 
and from time to time extended its tracks 
to the northward, until, in 1879, they reached 
Sixty-fourth-street. The complaint alleges that 
the railroad company has extended its line 
as fast asthe up-town streets have been graded 
and as the necessity has arisen to provide accom- 
modations for the public. It also asserts that the 
company has aright tolay its tracksin the Boule- 
vard, between Sixty-fourth-street and the intersec- 
tion of the Boulevard, Tenth-avenue and Seventy- 
second-street, for the reason that that part of that 
thoroughfare is a section of the old Bloomingdale 
road, up which the assigners of the Ninth-Avenue 
Railroad Company were empowered to run a rail- 
way as faras Tenth-avenue. The allegationis also 
made that the plaintiff’s right is absolute, and not 
dependent upon any new action to be taken by the 
Common Council, or of permission from the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and that Commissioner 
Thompson {is acting improperly in threatening to 
resist the extention of the rallroad.

GARLAND ON HIS TRIAL. 


WITNESSES DETAILING THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
—DISPUTE BETWEEN LAWYERS. 


MEHERRIN, Lunenburg County, Va, Aug. 
16.—The Garland murder trial was resumed at 9:30 
o’clock this morning, when the prisoner was 
brought into court looking somewhat pale and 
thin. His father sat beside him during the session. 
On the opening of the court Judge Hilton, for 
the prosecution, gave notice that he would 
ask for the production of all three of 
the pistols used by Garland, Boswell, 
and Roach. Counsel for the defense stated 
that they would also ask for the production of all 
the weapons used by Addison. The examination 
of the witnesses then commenced. E. S. Jones, 
the first witness called, gave a detailed account of 


his getting Miss Hatchell’s letters from the Watts- 
boro Post Office, addressed to Addison, with the 
request that he forward them to Garland; of Addi- 
son saying he was going to indorse them; of his 
(the witness) being present at the duel and seeing 
Boswell hand Garland a pistol, and of his (the wit- 
ness) going for a physician to attend Addison after 
being shot. 

During the examination of this witness an angry 
dispute occurred between Mr. Finch, counsel for 
the defense, and Mr. Taylor, of Baltimore, repre- 
senting the prosecution, during which Finch char- 
acterized Taylor as “the Police lawyer of Balti- 
more.’ Taylor replied that Finch’s designation 
was offensive but not true. The two lawyers were 
promptly checked by the court and notified that 
such language would not be allowed. The exam- 
ination of the witness was resumed. The hickory 
tree of a foot and eight and a half inches circumfer- 
ence behind which Addison got after being shot 
was produced in court and identified by the wit- 
— o explained Addison’s position while be- 

ind it. 

John J. Eams was next called, and testified to 
being at Wedderburn's saw mill when Boswell 
ealled and informed Addison that Garland was: 
down the roud waiting tosee him. Witness also: 
testified to Addison’s going to meet Gar- 
land, and taking three of his friends with 
him. He gave a _ detailed account of the’ 
introduetion of Addison and Garland by 
Boswell. and the subsequent duel that fol-: 
lowed; also to Boswell handing to Garland another 
pistol after he (Garland) had emptied his pistol, 
and tothe wounding of Addison and his position 
behind the tree (whieh was again produced before 
the jury) after being shot. Witness, in reply toa 
question of counsel for the defense, testified that 
Addison was a very strong, active man and a good 
boxer. He also testified to lending Addison a dirk- 
knife (the knife was here exhibited in court) the 
day before the difficulty. Witness had loaned it to. 
deceased a number of times before. 

This closed the testimony for the Commonwealth, - 
when the court adjourned to 9:30 o’clock to-mer-* 
row morning. Previous to adjournment the un- 
pleasant remarks which:passed between Mr. Taylor 
and Mr, Finch were withdrawn by both gentlemen.

The bankers’ convention was opened yes- 
terday morning at Saratoga Springs by an ad- 
mirable address from the Chairman of the 
convention, Mr. GzoremS. Coz, President of 
the American Exchange Bank of this City. 
Mr. Cor more than sustained his reputation 
for sound and clear convictions and for cour- 
age and precision in their statement. His 
criticism of the eourse of Congress in per- 
mitting the continuance of the compulsory 
coinage of silver was poi and ef 
fective. ‘‘Compulsion,’’ he ‘is the 
strongest evidence that specially 
prescribed thing is not wanted,’’ and as the 
intrinsic usefulness of all currency depends 
on the fact that itis wanted, the wrong and 
absurdity of forcing ‘‘inferior silver dol- 
lars’’ into existence are evident. Mr. Cor’s 
exposition of the real functions of a bank 
was very lucid, complete, and philosophic. 
His plea that the ‘“‘currency of a country 
should be based directly upon the property 
of the country, not upon its debts; upon 
what it has, not upon what it owes,’’ and 
that such a currency can be betier ‘“‘pro- 
vided by a few simple and practicable legal 
restraints through the security that com- 
merce provides for its greater transactions 
than through any form of public debt,”’ 
was well sustained. It is rarely that a prac- 
tical banker combines the intimate knowl.- 
edge which Mr. Con possesses of the details 
of his business with so broad and compre- 
hensive views of its general principles. 
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The monotony of the star route trial was 
felieved yesterday by the ending of the 
speech of Mr. CARPENTER, the lawyer of 
Dorsrzy, and by the appearance of Mr. 
CHANDLER, the counsel of Brapy. ‘The 
latter succeeded in promptly getting into a 
controversy with the Judge over his right 
to read law authorities to the jury, and 
again as to the interpretation of one 
of the Judge’s rulings. Judge WyYLie 
appears to be anxious to keep in view 
of counsel that the alleged Baconian 
rule of accepting bribes for doing well can- 
not apply to Brapy’s assessment of con- 
tractors, so that it is quite useless to try to 
prove, in his case, the benefit accomplished 
by the fraudulent contracts.

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@ Witness on behalf of Sbeorkienouth pees 
on behalf of the low rates to Plymouth 
very much as those interested in the volume 
of commerce of New-York might speak of 
the rates to Baltimore. Unfortunately, on 
these points, as on some others, the commit- 
does not speak with authority. It 
was a large body, consisting of 27 mem 
bers representing various interests, and 
there are abundant evidences that the 
conclusions arrived at are the result 
of compromise.

The other recommendations of the com- 
mittee are of chiefly local significance.

Although the grave class of crimes are in- 
frequent in hot weather, lying is neverthe- 
less fearfully prevalent. While the heat 
renders men unwilling to commit crimes 
tbat involve exertion, it also weakens them 
morally and makes them unwilling to exert 
themselves sufficiently to tell the truth when 
a lie seems easier. If you ask an overheated 
man a question his first impulse is to get rid 
of you and of the question as soon as possi- 
ble, and he therefore makes the first an- 
swer that occurs to him. He may be a man 
who adheres scrupulously to the truth in 
cool weather, but whenever the thermom- 
eter rises above eighty or eighty-five in the 
shade he feels that it is too hot to tell the 
truth and lies without remorse. His con- 
science is, so to speak, seared by the heat 
and his moral fibre is relaxed. Hence, there 
is nothing more idle than to expect a man to 
tell the truth in hot weather, and this should 
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| cause 


be remembered by th those who read hincsbtie 
Hoar’s, defense of the River and Harbor bfil. 

The fact that in July, August, and Sep- 
tember the most elaborate and imaginative 
lies are told by fishermen may at first glance 
seem to conflict with the theory that men 
are unwilling to exert themselves in any 
way during bot weather. The fact and the 
theory are, however, easily reconcilable. 
The fisherman, and especially the trout- 
fisher, stimulates his mental powers by fall- 
ing into brooks, stumbling over stones, and 
cutting fish-hooks out of his hands. He 
thus returns home from a fishing excursion 
ina state of unusual excitement. At the 
same time the heat has rendered his con- 
science insensible, and he no longer looks 
upon lying as a shameful sin. The result is 
that his excited imagination, unrestrained 
by any reverence for the truth, riots in fish 
stories. He never tells of enormous fish 
caught in the Winter months, for at that 
season his conscience is stimulated by the 
cold, but in the Summer there is nothing to 
restrain him from describing the forty-pound 
trout that he caught in the Adirondacks 
the three-hufidred-pound muskallonge that 
he caught among the Thousand Islands. 

On the whole it is difficult to say whether 
the moralist should approve or disapprove 
of hot weather. He must regret its weaken- 
ing effect upon the moral character,.but at 
the same time he must approve the decrease 
of violent crimes which accompanies if. 
Men who are noi professional moralists will, 
however, prefer less heat even at the cost of 
more crime. 


Sir dasees W OLSELEY’S 
nouncing to the Egyptians that ‘‘the mosques 
shall be respected, and all supplies paid for,’’ 
shows that he, at least, understands how to treat 
the Eastern races.

The first trial by a special jury under the 
Repression (Ireland) act is remarkable because of 
the fact that it has resulted in the conviction ofa 
representative of one of the oldest families in the 
County of Clare, Francis Hynes, who has been 
found fruilty of the murder of a herdsman 
named Donoventy, and senienced to be 
hanged.

value, engaged himself toa rich widow whom he 


had known and loyed in early life, but was not 
permitted to wed. While preparations were being 
made for the wedding, the widow having already 
transferred some of her property to his keeping, 
he married asinger of third-rate position, whom 
he had metin a Dublin concert hall. He lived ex- 
pensively for a time, but ultimately separated 
from his wife and left tne country. His family of 
sons and daughters, throughout this experience, 
remained at their old home, Toureen, near Ennis. 
The farm which surrounded it was of considerable 
extent, and the young men, thrown upon their 
own resources so unexpectedly, did their utmost to 
conduct it profitably. Previously their expensive 
tastes had been liberally provided for out of their 
father’s income, and the farm was not even ex- 
pected to produce enough to pay the rent, much 
less to keep up the establishment.

IRON MANUFACTURERS DECLINE T0 YIELD 
—STRIK' RS WEAKENING, 

PitrsBunG, Penn., Aug. 16.—The Western 
Sron Association met in this city to-day, and 
from the action taken it is certain tho back- 
bone of the manufacturers is as stiff now 
as it was sat the beginning of the strike. 
St. Louis and Cincinnati were not represented, 
while Wheeling, the Shenango and Mahoning Val- 
leys, and Pittsburg, were on hand in full force. 
After providing fora proper and efiective presen- 
tation of the views of the trade before the 
Tariff Commission by the appointment of a 
committee, the strike was taken up, and after a 
long and earnest discussion the association reaf- 
firmed its former action and refused to sign the 


seale, andit was further agreed that whenever prac- 
ticable all mills should be started up with non-union 
men. The Wheeling delegation reported that the 
manufacturers of that district bad unanimously 
determined that hereafter they would not pay the 
twenty-five-cent price for puddling heretofore 
paid over that called fer by the Pittsburg 
seale. They also reported that it Was their 
intention to reduce the prices paid nailers in cer- 
tain departments. In conversation with one of 
the oldest manufacturers in this district, he in- 
formed ‘Tue Timks’s correspondent that if 
the Amalgamated men refused to go to work 
under the old scale, a general attempt would be 
made by manufacturers to start up with non-union 
men in all districts within the jurisdiction of the 
Iron Association. In’brief, if the men refused to 
come down the manufaeturers would ignore the 
Amalgamated Association as a body, and a long 
and tough fight wou!d follow. 


Couogs, N. Y., Aug. 16.—There is a decided 
change at the Harmony Mills to-day. The number 
of weavers at work has been increased 25, and in 
Nos. 1, 2, and 8 miilis there are 864 looms in opera- 
tion, Superintendent Johnston states: ‘‘The 
Harmony Mills are ail running, except No. 6 Ogden 
Mill, with an increase of heip each day since 
starting. There is no disturbance, and the he!p 
are protected against any interference. Good 
weavers in ouremploy run six looms easiivy on 
print cloths, and earn from $6 50 to $7 per week. 
On wide roods they earn from $8 50 to $9 per 
week. The girl operatives are furnished with 
board in the company’s houses for $2 and the men 
for $3 50 per week. Good tenements are provided 
at from $i to $6 per month, [If our emy lopes. all 
around, will avcept the prices paid in Rhode Island 
for pt eana! amount of work, we will add 5 per 
cent, and start the mills to-morrow on that basis." 
The advantage is with the company, and its ulti- 
mateysuccess is generally conceded. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 16.—Work be- 
gan at the Hollenback Mine this morning, but only 
a few driver boys have returned. Their places 
will be filied by laborers as fast as they can be 
procured. There is no telling how long the mine 
will continue its operations. Should the 1la- 
borers refuse to accept the positions of the 
driver boys there will be very little coal 
taken out The driver boys made an appeal 
this afternoon tothe miners and laborers who 
have returned to work to confine themselves to 
cutting coal, and not to take any part in running 
ears or driving mulesin the mine. The operators 
are determined that this mine shall not remain 
idle, and that men will be employed to fill the 
vacant places of the strikers.

ERIE CAPTURES A NEW ROAD 
ROAD MEETINGS. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 16.—At a special meeting 
of the stockholders of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad to-day, the question of in- 
creasing the eapital stock to the amount of $1,¢00,- 
000 was voted upon and decided affirmatively. The 
**nickel-plated’’ people voted 9,000 shares and the 
Jewett or Erie interest 20,000 shares. This is the 
roaa that Vanderbilt attempted to consolidate with 
the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapo 
lis lines and was beaten, the court holding that 
parallel and competing lines of road could not be 
consolidated. Jewett then got control of it, and with 
it a Cincinnati connection for the Erie lines.

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DEATH OF SENATOR HILL. 


HE PASSES QUIETLY AWAY IN THE PRESENCE 


OF HIS FAMILY, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug, 16.—About 2 o'clock 
this morning Senator Hill was found to be rapidly 
sinking. He breathea with much difficulty. He 
continued to sleep, however, and at a few min 
utes after 6 o'clock bis death occurred without a 
struggle. He died from exhaustion. 

For several hours before his death it was evident 
that the end was near. Soon after daybreak his 
family was summoned’ to his bedside,and there were 
present at his death: Mrs. Hil, his wife; B. H. 
Hill, Jr., and his wife, Dr. RK. P. Ridley and 
his wife, Senator Hill’s daughter; Charles 
D. Hill, his son; two nephews of the Sen- 
ator, and Dr. Wright, the attending surgeon. 


Four hours before the Senator's death he made a 
sign for a hypodermic injection of morphine, which 
was administered. He appeared to be awake 
and conscious several times, but conld not 
speak, At 6:15 o’elock he was apparently awake, 
when he gently closed his eyes and died without 
even a tremor. The funeral wilil take plaee on 
Saturday. A committee of Senators is expected to 
be present. 


WasuHineton, Aug. 16.—Senators Lamar, 
Morgan, Beck, and Suu!sbury, accompanied by 
Col. Sneed, Assistant Postmaster of the Sen- 
ate, and Nr.

SENATOR HILL’S CAREER, 

Senator Benjamin H. Hill was a native of 
the State which he represented in Congress, hav 
ing been born in Jasper County, Ga., in 1823. He 
received a preparatory education in the private 
schools of the county, and then attended the Geor 
gia University at Athens, from which he was grad- 
uated at the head of his classin 1844, at the age of 
21. He chose the profession of law for a ezlling, 
and in 1845 was admitted to the Bar of Georgia. 
He had gained fame and notoriety as an orator 


and debater while pursuing his studies in college, 
and his close attention to business soon brought to 
himalarge and influential clientage, so that he 
rose rapidly in his chosen profession. For 10 
years he practiced law, and took no _ interest 
in polities until 1851, when the old Whig 
Party of Jasper County nominated and elected him 
to represent the county in the House of Represen- 
tativesof Georgia. In this body he took a lead- 
ing position, engaged actively in the debates on all 
prominent questions, and in many contests with 
older and more experienced legisiutors be bore off 
the palm. At the close of the session Mr, Hill re 
tired from politics, and resumed the practice of his 
profession. He lived asa private citizen for four 
years, until 1855, when the ** Know Nothing’’ or 
“ American” Party became a feature of the voli 
ties of the country. The chief plank in the plat- 
form of this party was opposition to alien suff) 
and the Catholie religion. Mr, Hill attached him- 
selfto this party with the zeal which character- 
ized him in all his movements, and became its 
leuger in the State of Georgia. Alexander I. Steph- 
ens Was at that time Georgia’s most famous son, 
and he wes engaged in opposing the Know 
Nothing Party as earnestiy as Mr. Hill was 
indorsing it. Thetwo met frequently on the hust- 
ings, and discussed the questions which were then 
agitating the country. Mr. Stephens argued the 
perfect right of civil and religious liberty under the 
Constitution, and Mr. Hill advocated the restric 
tion of these privileges to native born Americans 
and foreigners who had undergone a twenty-one- 
vears’ probation. In these contests Mr. Hill was no 
match forthe great commoner of Georgia, and he 
was badly worsted. He aguin retired to private 
life, from which he emerged in 1859 to take Lis seat 
again in the State Legislature. 

The following year was the eventful one which 
precipitated the rebellion.

ean, which bore the name of Bell and EF

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Fire broke out at 11:30 o’clock las 
the third floor of the six-story 
No. 398 Madison-street, occupied 
ber of manufacturing firms.

the six-story chair factory of Police Commissioner

On the east on 
Monroe-street is the steam cigar-box factory

The fire was discovered by Officer 
Phillip Mahoney, of the ‘Thirteenth Pre 
cinet, on the third floor of No. 888 Mad- 
ison-street, whichis occupied by L. A. & A.C. War 
ner, manufacturers of folding bedsteads and 
other furniture. An alarm was seut out without 
delay, and when the firemen arrived dense smoke 
was pouring out of the windows of the building on 
both streets. As a large fire was im- 
minent a third alarm was sent out, and Chel 
Bates, with a large force of firemen and apparatus, 
Was soon on the ground. Meanwhile, the firemen 
who had gone with their lines of hose into the 
burning building were driven out by the intense 
heat and dense smoke, and the fast-increasing 
flames were fought from the street. Despite the 
best efforts ofthe firemen the flames spread with 
great rapidity, and with a sudden flash 
rushed up from the third floor to the 
roof, enveloping the whole building, Great bodies 
of flame accompanied by showers of sparks and 
dense columns of smoke belched forth from al! the 
upper floors of the structure. The heat was so tn- 
tense that the firemen were driven away from the 
front of the building on Madison-street, 

The window-casings of a row of low tenement- 
houses on the opposite side of the street took fire 
several times, but a dash from asteamer’s pipe scon 
placed them out of danger. A‘ four way butt” was 
rigged and to this the lines of hose from 
four steamers were attached and playing through 
one pipe sent a powerful stream of water 
to the top of the burning building. It was 
appareut that the structure could = not 
be saved, and the efforts of the firemen were di- 
rected to the surrounding property. Mason’s chair 
factory was on fire several times, and, although in 
great danger, Chief Bates was in hopes of saving it 
and the cigar-box factory on the other side. 

The burned:-building was occupied on the first 
floor by George B. Eddy, dealer in machinery. 
On the second floor was Ewil Steffens, litho 
grapher. LL. A. & <A, C. Warner occupied 
the third floor, and the fourth and fifth 
floors were oceupied by Roby & Cole, paper and 
eardboard manufacturers. The building is owned 
S. Stewart. The loss on building and stock fs es- 
timated at from $60,000 to $75,000, 

At 2 o’clock this morning the fire was still burn- 
ing fiercely, but it was expected that the chair fac 
tory would be saved uniess the wind shifted. Ithad 
been blowing away from the factory all night. In 
any event there will be a heavy water and smoke 
daiuage to Mr. Mason’s property.

The immediate relatives of the 
fendant have given with great earnes 
and considerable feeling their testimony impug¢ 
ing his sanity. His sudden marriage—being 
Israelite—with a Christian girl, while under 
matrimonial engagement witha voung lady of his 
own faith, seems to have colored their ex- 
pressions at leust of the charges brought 
against the son and brother. The wounded 
sectarian pride of the relatives should form 
no well-founded basis for premising the 
insanity of the defendant, especially at this time 
when America and Enaland have uttered no un- 
certain rebuke to the exercise of any tyrannous 
treatment to the JIebrew in the fullest enjoyment 
of his religions anid politiéal rights, and the Ref- 
eree s¢areely belleves that this can be 
riousiy urged by the members of the defend- 
‘ family as showing insanity in view of the 
rati so cheerfully accorded, recognized, 
stained by all civilized countries to the He- 
brew. Indeed the genius, ability, nnd toleration 
of the race have been felt in the higher walks of 
statesmanship and the widest ranges of science 
and art, and it would be strange want of appre- 
ciation of these huma sts should they cease to 
practice the same among themselves or toward 
others. it is again, in proof. offered by these 
relatives that the defendant on the occasion of his 
engagement showed enthusiastic and joyous hilar 
ity.

has been gotten up tnakes it seem not improbable 
that that port is not her destination. As far as 
we have been able to learn -it appears 
that inquiries for a British bottom of suitable 
dimensions have been made for some time past 
by Capt. F. Tarr, of Gloucester, a gentleman well 
known for the prominent part he took in the 
jate unhappy war with our Southern neigh 
bors. Failing. to find a suitable vessel fly 
ing tho british eg in American waters, 
Capt. Tarr dispatched an agent to Canada 
where, at last, in Halifax, the required article was 
found inthe schooner Conquest, a gloomy, black, 
piratical-looking craft, with extraordinary high 
bulwarks for a vessel of her size, well-ftted 
to hide the small guns with which our 
observations lead us to believe she will be 
mounted. Capt. Tarr, who has been here for the 
past two weeks, has superintended the alterations 
that have been made in the vessel to fit her for 
her peculiar trip, whatever it may prove to 
be. Large quantities of stores, sufficient for 
20 or 40 men for nine months, were taken 
on board the Conquest. Notwithstanding the 
fact that only two bors besides the Captain and 
inate sailed in her from this port,’the departure of 
some 20 seafaring men to the eastward by Jand eon- 
veyance within a few days leads to the im- 
pression that the Madagasear bound vessel is not 
going to sea short handed. Added to what wo 
have said, the fact that arms and ammuni- 
tion arrived by the last Boston steamer, consigned 
to the projectors of this enterprise, has caused a 
not unnatural feeling that Capt. Tarr, either for 
himself or, more probably, for Gen. Butler, is 
engaged in an undertaking that will bear watch- 
ing, and the outcome of which may be looked for- 
ward to with some interest.

THE COMPETING MARKSMEN 


BETTER SHOOTING YESTERDAY AT 


: CREEDMOOR. 

THE RIFLEMEN FAVORED WITH BETTER 
WEATNER—THE CHANGES MADE IN THE 
STANDING OF THE COMPETITORS— 
EIGHTEEN SCORES AROVE THE AVERAGE. 

A heavy shower of rain, lasting two hours, 
yesterday morning placed the range at Creedmoor 
in amaguificent condition. The foliage of the trees 
assumed a brighter shade of green, and the broad 
expanse of lawn pieased the eye while it suggested 

**rheumatics”’ to the older riflemen. The white tar- 

gets stood out with vivid distinctness against the 

grassy parapet, and the **bull’s-eyes”’ were so well 
defined that it seemed almost impossible for the 
marksmen to miss them. Lieut. Weston per- 
tormed a solo on the bugle which charmed 
the riflemen as they assembled at the 20 
sards’ firing points at 10 o’clock to begin 
the second day’s competition for places on 
the American team.

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THE ASTOR ESTATE'S WHARF RENT. 

The Dock Commissioners received a com- 
punication yesterday from J. J. Astor in reply to 
a demand made by the Dock Department to ac- 
ccunt for all the wharfage collected by him and by 
his father, the late William B. Astor, at the pier at 
the foot ot West Thirteenth-street. Mr. Astor 


stated tbat the pier in question was originally con- 
structed in 1853 at the joint expense of the — 
ration and of his father under an agreement that 
his father should be entitled to one-half of the 
wharfage, or rather to the wharfage of one-half of 
tne-pier, op the south side. in 1865 the pier was 
rebuilt at tne joint expense of the orizi parties 
and under the sume conditions.

TYPHOID AT THE SEA-SIDE. 


-_— ~~ 
THE DISEASE SAID TO BE CAUSED BY THE 
SHREWSBURY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Mr. Andrews and Mrs. Levy, the two ty- 
phoid fever patients at the Hote! Bellevue, near Sea 
Bright, N. J., are rapidly recovering, so much so 
thut Drs. Field and Myers, the attending physicians, 
are in hopes of having them removed to their City 
homes at an early day. William Hale, the hotei 
engineer, and Green, the bathing-master, who also 
were afflicted with the fever, have been removed 
to an adjoining cottage and are convalescent. Mr. 
Corey denies the statement made by Dr. Myers 
that there were two other guests besides Mr. An- 
drews and Mrs, Levy taken down with tae fever, 
one of whom, it is alleged by Dr. Myers, was re- 
moved to Roosevelt Hospital, this City. It is be- 
lieved by many that the cause of the fever 
was local. Not because of any imperfect 


sanitary arrangements about the hotel, but be- 
cause of the vast amount of mud taken from the 
bottom of the Sbrewsbury River and dumped 
along the shores. Since 1871 $163,000 bas been 
appropriated by Congress so as to make this 
stream navigable. Since 1871 the mud dredged 
out has been used to fill up the low sandy 
beaches along the river shore, each season 
affecting people living in the vicinity 
With maiaria and typhoid. The girl, MeGlyn and 
Engineer Hale, are natives of the place and con- 
tracted the fever eariy in the. Spring before the 
Hotel Bellevue was opened for Summer guests. A 
gentieman named Omar Sickies, the son of ex- 
Judge Nickles, of Navesink, was taken with malaria 
While out camping above the Highlands, a mile 
nori of the Hotel Bellevue, where the Jackson 
Club is filling the meadow marshes with 
mud which the Government steam digger took 
from the botiom of the river. Mr. Sickles’s illness 
turned into malignant malaria, and he now lies in 
acritical condition at his father's residence at 
Navesink, back of the Highlands. Sea Bright and 
Mr. Corey’s hotel at Bellevue are supplied with the 
Holey system of water, which runs through pipes 
at Green’s Pond, at Hollywood. below Long Brauch, 
a distance of eight miles. The supply pipes are 
small and the demand at Long Branch has been so 
great this S: mmer that several times the hotels at 
Sex Bright have been cut off. This was a notable 
instance at Sea Bright afew weeks ago, when a 
slight fire occurred, aud the firemen could not ob- 
tain any water trom the fire-plugs. When the 
Hollywood water gave out the Hotel Bellevue and 
Sea Bright hotels had to resort to cistern water, 
which. at the Bellevue, is rain water filtered. 

Mr. Corey says he will not open his hotel again 
this Summer. as he is now afraid of a fresh out- 
break of the malady. 
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BRIDGE-BUILDING DELAYED. 

Henry C. Murphy, in his weekly report of 
the work done on the Brooklyn bridge, says that 
the “last of the floor-beams beiong!ng to the slip- 
joints and just received from Edge Moor, have 
been put in place; also, &7 intermediate floor-beams 
have been put up, All the intermediate floor-beams 
required for the bridge, except one, have now been 
received. Fifty-eight bridging trusses have been 
erected in scattered lots. Forty-one promenade 
fluor-beams have been put in place and in order. 
The balance of the over-iloor stay-irons have been 


placed in the top of the towers ready for the at- 
tachment of over floor-stays. Six of the large 
under floor-stays, forming a portion of the system 
of stuys designed to prevent any lateral motion of 
the bridge, have been placed, and the rest will be 
put up as fast as the trusses are completed, in the 
erection of which we have not proceeded in con- 
sequence of not receiving eye-bars from Edge 
Moor. On the Brooklyn approach the paving has- 
been progressipg steadily.’’ Engineer Roebling 
reports that the work done during the past month 
is almost nominal, owing to fuilures on the part of 
the Edge Moor Iron Company. Ifthe delay. which, 
he says, is inexcusable, does not extend beyond 
two or three weeks, the bridge can still be 
finished in the time stated by him in his letter to 
the boari on Feb. 17. In another letter, Mr. 
Roebling says: ‘“*The question as to when the 
bridge can be finished is hedged about with so many 
probabilities that any estimate upon that subject 
can only be approximate. It certainly cannot be 
finished this vear, and as nearasI can tell now it 
will Le the latter part of next year before it will 
be entirely done. Jt depends entirely upon the 
delivers of steel, and as Mr. Sellers has broken 
every promise he has ever made about furnishing 
steel, I can make no guess as to when he will fur- 
nish the balance. Mr. Sellers is under no bonds of 
any kind, and he is not making money on his con 
tract with us, so I see no reason why he will be ‘ia 
haste to furnish us with steel.” 
GERMANS’ OUT-DOOR PLEASURES. 

The rain yesterday morning somewhat dis- 
couraged the managers of the Plattdiitsche Voiks- 
fest, at Sulzer’s Harlem River Park, but as the 
sky cleared up laterin the day the crowds that 
sought admission tou the park was as great as on 
any other day of the festival. The programme of 
amusements for the day was not lacking in va- 
riety. The entertainment opened with a salvo of 
cannon, and this was followed by a promenade 
concert, contests in archery, tricks of magic by 
prestidigitators, and dramatic representations of 
village life in the fatherland. The futile attempts 
of boys to ride a trick donkey that stood on its 
head and compelleu every riderto perform a neat 
somersault over its ears made the spectators roar 
with Jaughter. Late in the afternoon there was an 
allegorical procession of the four seasons: the May 
Queen, ina silver shell. was drawn by frogs and 
surrounded by fishermen and women, by 
peasants, and by maidens bearing flowers. A 
matron, dressed as Ceres, was seated in a wagon 
that was laden with golden sheaves and ripe truits. 
She represented Summer. A young woman, Ino the 
garb of Diana, represented Auturnn, and an ice 
queen, seated on a throne of ice, represented Win- 
ter. As darkness drew on the electric lights Hashed 
uw brilliant giare over the park and disclosed to view 
an animated scene. At § o'clock there was a repre- 
sentation of the favorite North German play called 
**Peter Abroad; or, the Betrotnal in the Spirning-. 
room,’’a scene of German peasant life, in which 
young peasants were first seen thrashing wheat. 
They then joined and flirted with the girls, who 
were spinning the yarn for their wedding clothes. 
Fire-works and dancing completed the day’s en- 
tertainments. To-day is the last and greatest day 
of the festival, and among the entertainments are 
a fat men’s walking-match, acrobatic feats, a con- 
test in bowling by 14 teams, and a representation 
of the bombardment of Alexandria. } 
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LASSOING MAD TEXAS STEERS. 
There was an exciting time in the Jersey 
City cattle yards vesterday forenoon in conse- 
quence of the presence of two mad Texas steers. 
The animals arrived, with a lot of others, from the 
West early in the morning. They had undoubtedly 


been crazed by the intense heat encountered dur- 
ing their journey. They begun to act wildly, aud 
it was with great difficulty that they were separat- 
ed trom the other cattle and driven into a pén by 
themselves. Preparations were made to lasso 
them. Several of the cattle men joined in the 
work, and after a struggle lasting about an hour 
the dangerous arimais were secured and firmly 
bound with ropes. They were then. hauled upon 
sleds and taken to the slaughter-house, where they 
were 5000 put to death. It is an interesting fact 
that only the Spanish herds of America are made 
mad by the heat. The native cattle of America 
and the grade cattle of the country often succumb 
to the hot weather, but they are prostrated in an 
apoplectic form and manifest no violent symptoms 
whatever. The Spanish cattle are dangerous to 
handle in either extreme of the weather, for in- 
tense cold; as well as intense heat, often drives 


them crazy.

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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
IMPEO VING THE MISSISSIPPI. 


THE QUESTIONS BROUGHT BEFORE THR COM- 


MISSION, NOW IN SESSION IN THIS CITY. 
The Mississippi River Commission, which 


has charge of the expenditure of the money ap- 
propriated during the late session of Congress for 
the improvement of that river, bas been in session 
since lust Monday. The President of the commis- 
sion is Gen. Q. A. Gilmore, and the other members 
are Gen. C. B. Comstock, United States Army; 

{ajor Charles R. Suter, United States Army; Prof. 
Heury Mitchell, of the United States Coast Sur- 
vey; Major B. M. Harrod, United States Army; 
Capt. James B. Eads, and Judge R. 38. 
Taylor, “All the members of the commis- 
sion are in attendance except Capt. Eads, 
who is at present in Europe, and Judge Taylor, 
who fs sick. The Secretary of the commission is 
Lieut. Smith Leach, United States Army, and the 
executive officer, who supervises the work, is 
Capt. C. B. Sears, United States Army. Work on 
the riveris now going on at Pium Point, about 60 
miles above Memphis, and et Lake Providence, 
about the same distance above Vicksburg. The 
work at Plum Point is in charge of Capt. J. G. D. 
Kuight, and that at Lake Providence under Capt. 
W. L. Marshall. The amount appropriated for the 
improvement of the river below Cairo is $4,123,000; 
from Cairo to the mouth of the Illinois River, $6v0,- 
000, and from the latter point to the Des Moines 
Rapids, $200,000. There are also anumber ot unex- 
pended balances,.the principal of which are $110,- 
cC0 for work at New-Orleans, $89,000 for work at 
the mouth of Red River, $27,000 for work at Vicks- 
burg, $7,000 for Natchez, and some smaller sums 
for other points, making in all over $5,156,000 which 
the commission will have to expend. The bill 
numes New-Orleans, Natchez, Vicksburg, and Mem- 
phis as points where improvements shall be made. 
‘The present meeting vf the commission is calied to 
consider what portion of the appropriation shall be 
allotted to the voints mentioned in the bill, and 
also whether any portion of the appropriation shall 
be expended for levee repairs, und if so, what 
amounts and at what points. The commission will 
aiso consider several special questions which bave 
been referred to it by the Secretary of War, but 
which are not yet in a shape for publication. 

The commission effected its organizatioron Mon- 
day, and on Tuesday and yesterday iistened to the 
views presented by the membters of three delega- 
tions which are in attendance on the session. One 
of these delegations appears in t"e interests of the 
Louisiana levees, another for the Mississippi levees, 
and the third forthe city of Vicksburg. Senator 
Lamar, of Mississippi, who is one of the delegates, 
spoke in favor of Mississippi's interests in 
general and Vicksburg’s interests in particular. 
Judge Steele, formeriy of New-Orleans, but now 
of Natchez, Miss., spoke in behalf of the Louisiana 
levees, and endeavored to impress on the commis- 
tion that the destructive Loods to which the banks 
of the Mississippi are subjected are caused by the 
accummulation of waters in what are known as 
the Yazoo and Tensas boitoms, from tne mouth of 
the Red River to the mouth of the Arkansas, and 
that it is within these points also that the greatest 
difficulties of navigation are to be found. He 
urged, therefore, that the levees alovg this portion 
of the river should be closed first. Col. Perey, of 
Mississippi, and Major Waddell, of Vicksburg, 
spoke to the same effect. The proposition of 
the Mempbis and New-Orleans Railroad and Levee 
Company to build between those cities a road 
which shall cross the mouth of the Yazoo Valley 
upon the top of a levee, the levee to be built out 
of the Government appropriation, but maintained 
by the railroad company, baving been referred, 
after introduction into Congress, to the Secretary 
of War and by him referred to the commission. C. 
P. Huntington, the President of the company, was 
beard in itafavor. The hearing of these geutle- 
men oceupied the commission up to noon 
yesterday, and during the afternoon various 
questions were discussed by the members. Among 
these were the establishment of a general supply 
depot at St. Louis, the amounts of the allotments 
for the various points where work is required, and 
various questions of administration. No definite 
action was taken, however, except that it was de- 
cided that a sufficient allotment should be made to 
the Improvemeuts at Plum Point and Lake Provi- 
denee to enable the work to be carried on with- 
out interruption. The improvements at these 
points consists in the building of screens and sink- 
ing of mattresses with the object of narrowing the 
bed of the river, and thereby increasing the veloc- 
ity of the current. Itis probable, too, that work 
Will be speedi'y begun at one or two otber points.

TIONAL LAW REGARDING BEAD MONTY. 

Coliecter William H. Robertson said yester- 
day that the law regarding the regulation of immi- 
grants approved Aug. 3 will at once be carried 
into effect. Forevery immigrant alien passenger 
arriving at this port the master, owner, agent, or 
consignee must pav 50 cents to the Collector of this 
port, and this money must be paid within 24 hours 
after the landing of such passenger. The heac 
money tax is made alien upon the vessel, and tbe 
vessel can be seized and sold by the Govern- 
ment if refusal to pay the tax is made. The 
money secured by the Collector must be deposited 
with the Assistant Treasurer of the United States 
in this City, and thut officer is directed to pay tbe 
money to any Board of Commissioners which may 
be authorized by t.e Governor to exercise super- 
vision over alien immigration. The Collector fur- 
ther said that his duties in the matter are very sim 
ple. It is necessary for him to collect the tax and 
turn the money inte the Subd-Treasury. Further 
than that he hes nothing. to do with the arrival 
und cure of immigrants. He was not yet aware 
that Gov. Cornell bad designated any Boara of 
Commissioners to receive the money from the As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States. The re- 
porter next visited Superintendent Jackson, and 
was shown a document signed by Gov. Cornell, of 
which the following is the text: 

“The Commissioners of Emigration of the State 
of New-York, having by law the charge of the local 
affairs of immigration inthe port of New-York, are 
hereby designated and authorized to contract with 
the Secretary of the Trensury of the United States 
for the support and relief of immigrants landing at 
that port, pursnant to the act of Cougress to regulate 
immigration, approved Aug. 3, 1882."" 

Snperintendent Jackson was of opinion that no 
further difficulties of a financial nature will disturb 
the administration of Castle Garden. 
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RESCUING DESTITUTE CHILDREN, 

A pitiable case of destitution was brought 
to light in the Tombs Police Court vesterday. A 
woman and her four children, the eldest 7 vears 
old, the youngest 3, were brougbt into court by an 
officer who found them in a group by a pool of 


water at Franklin and Centre streets. The woman 
was wasbing the faces of the children when the 
olicer arrested her. Her name is Kate 
Dwyer. She told Justice Patterson that her 
busband, Cornelius Dwyer, a ‘longshoreman, 
who worked in Jersey Citv, had deserted 
her more than a week ago. They had lived upto 
that time in Washington-street in this City, but 
then having no movey to pay rent she and her 
children were turned into the street and they have 
since been wandering through the streets day und 
night witbout anything to eat except what she 
could beg and the scraps the children could pick 
upin the gutters. The woman, though only 35 
years old, was as baggard and care-worn as one 
GO. The children were ragged ana dirty, but Mary, 
the eldest was a bright little thing, and properly 
washed and clothed would have been an unusually 
pretty child. Cornelius, 5 years old, was also a bright 
looking boy. These two were remarkably healthy 
and vigorous in appearance considering the priva- 
tions they had endured, but the other two, Aunie, 
aged 4, and James, aged 3, were pallid and sickl 
looking. James, in fact, was so stunted az to loo 
like an infant in arms. The children were turned 
over to an officer of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children and by him committed to 
the Institution of Mercy. The woman w.s sent to 
the Alms-bouse on Blackwell’s Isiand. After the 
children had been turned over to Warden Finn, of 
the Tombs, for temporary keeping. he had a good 
breakfast prepared for them, and it was really an 
affecting sight to see how ravenously the little 
ones devoured the food prepared for them. 
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MAD AT BEING CALLED A“ CRANK.” 

Thomas T. Harnett was called to plead in 
the General Sessions Court yesterday to an in- 
dictment charging him with assaulting a woman 
with a stone. He pleaded not guilty, and his 


actions were-so strange and unreasonable that 
one of the lawyers iu attendance said: ‘I think 
that fellow ix a crank.” ‘*I think so, too,” said 
Assistant Distriet Attorney O'Byrne, laughing. 
Harnett, who overheard the remark, turned sav- 
agely on Mr. O’Byrne, and shouted at the top of 
his voice, while he gesticulated wildly, “ You have 
no right, Sir, to address me in that manner in 
open court. I am a_ socialist; I never sold my 
vote at an election. You are a murderer, a scoun- 
drel, a blood-sucker. a villain, and ill—.” At this 
juncture Capt. Lindsay and his officers seized the 
enraged prisoner and removed him from the bar. 
While being taken back to the prisoner's box Har- 
nett continued to vent his wrath on the Assistant 
District Attorney, and repeated again and again 
the statement that he was ‘‘nocrank.’’ He will 
be brought up for trial again to-day.

AN ABORWIVE RAID. 

Upon the complaint of Marks Hurwitz, of 
No, 22 Cbhrystie-street, and upon a warrant issued

Police Court, Sergeant Long, of the court squad, 
and several other officers yesterday raided the al- 
leged gambling-house No. 40 Bowery, arresting 
John Green, the proprietor, and Thomas P. W alsh, 
the dealer in faro. Hurwitz, who isa cigar-maker 
alleged that at various times he had lost small 
sums of money in the establishment. The officers 
failed to find any ot the gamblers’ paraphernalia in 
the place, and the supposition is that it was spirit- 
ed away on account of Hurwitz's having threat- 
ened to complain of the place.

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THE PARK BOARD WASTING TIME. 

SQUABBLING OVER ELEVATED ROAD GRABS, 
LABORERS’ PAY, AND OTHER IMPOR- 
TANT MATTERS. 


The entire Board of Park Commissioners 
met yesterday for the first time since June 21. 
News of the fact seemed to have got abroad 
quickly, as a large number of local politicians and 
others, with large and small axes to grind, assem- 
bled to witness the proceedings. The meeting 
opened at 9:45 A. M., and was not over until near- 
ly 80’clock. At the opening only Messrs. Wales, 
MacLean, and Lane were present, Commissioner 
Olliffe, who has been in the country, coming in 
late. Commissioner Lane presided. He was pre- 
sented early in the day. with tbe ‘‘compliments 
of Wm. R. G.,’’ witha large sunflower, which he 
used occasionally in place of a baton, waving it in 
his hand when the discussion became exciting. 
Messrs. MacLean and Lane had a_ sbort 
squabble in regard to the striking out of the 
names of several minor employes on the pay-roll 
who had been discharged and who were returned 
to work without “restoration tickets.”” Mr. Lane 
claimed that at the meeting of the board at which 


the men in question were restored to work there 
was a bargain among the Commissioners that “ res- 
toration tickets’ were not necded, each of them 
agreeing that if the other Commissioner would 
vote for “his man’ the whole matter would be 
carried through. Mr. MacLean called upon Mr. 
Lane to give evidence of any such bargain, and the 
latter could not apparently produce any. The mo- 
tion of Mr. MacLean was finally putto a yote and 
was lost, Mr. Wales declining to vote. 

An incident which caused much amusement was 
the reading of a letter addressed to the ‘* Commis- 
sioners of the Grand Central Park,” from a gentle- 
man in Little Falls, who hasan aged plow with a 
history, which he would like to give to the Central 
Park. He says: “I prefer donating it tothe park in 
New-York than any other city, as I have uncles and 
cousins there and will call on them this Summer.” 
The matter of repairs to transverse roads at Cen- 
tral Park caused long discussion. Commissioner 
MacLean offered a resoiution declaring that the 
views expressed by Mr. Lane in a letter on the sub- 
ae to the Mayor were not the views of his col- 
eagues, but the whole matter was finally dropped. 

Another very apparent attempt on the part of 
the Manhattan Elevated Railroud Company to gain 
its point inthe erection of a station at Battery- 
place and Greenwich-street was shown by the 
reading of a communication to the board from 
General Manager F. K. Hain, of that corporation. 
The communication, dated July 29, is as follows: 

GENTLEMEN; We respectfully petition you to grant 
usapermit to attach drip-pans to our structure on 
Battery Park, to make certain necessary repairs and 
alterations to said structure; also, to erect scaffold- 
ing aud open the street wherever necessary to do the 
above on the Battery or In the Battery-place. Respect- 
fully yours, F. K. HAIN, General Manager. 

Commissioner MacLean asked for the petition 
and read it varefully. He wanted to know what 
was meant by “certain necessary repairs, altera- 
tions to said structure,”’ and other pbrases, and 
looked over at Mr. Lane, who returned his gaze 
with a smile that was very childlike and 
very bland, but who made no reply. 
Neither of the other Commissioners would 
enlighten him. Aiter a pause Commissioner 
Olliffe said tbat the railroad people had 
acted in an unwarranted manner in the matter of 
the proposed station at Battery-place, and he stated 
that when Commissioner Thompson gave a permit 
to the company to open the street he was under 
the impression that the Park Commissioners had 
granted a permit. On motion of Commissioner 
Waies the petition was filed. The company 
now has permission to attach drip-pans to 
its structure in Battery Park, and if these were 
placed under it for the whole length through the 
park the grass and shrubbery would not be de- 
stroyed as now by the dripping of ojl and fall- 
ing of cinders from the locomotives. Oue pecu- 
liarity about the petition received yesterday is its 
similarity in language to the permit issued to the 
railroad company, unknown to the other Commis- 
sioners, by Mr. Lane on Aug. 2. 

In acommunication Mr. George T. Stern stated 
that he asked fora giass of milk at the refresh- 
ment stand in Battery Park and the man in attend- 
ance said that he could sell him a milk punch, but 
nota glass of milk. He kept the milk only for 
punches. The writer said that this was contrary 
to the good morals of the community. and he 
called upon the hoard to take some action. The 
matter was referred. 

Commissioner Lane offered a resolution that the 
pay of laborers in the department should be raised 
to $2 perdav. Mr. MacLean thought, as the appro- 
yen of money to the department was so small, 
t would be necessary to discharge a number of 
laborers if the pay was raised. He moved as an 
amendment that the pay be raised to $2 per day 
and 59 laborers be discharged. Mr. Waies stated 
that the matter of increasing the laborers’ pay had 
been considered, and that letters had been received 
from various large firms stating that it was easy 
to find men who would work at $1 75 per day 
He suggested that the pay of the laborers in the 
department should be on and after Sept. 1 
20 cents per hour, the men having the 
privilege by special contract to work 10 
hours if they desired to do so. The whole 
matter was finally laid on the table. Mr. Wales 
denounced the resolution of Mr. Lane as clap-trap. 
Mr. Lane then offered a resolution calling for tbe 
removal of Park Superintendent Jones from office, 
on account of the wasteful expenditure of money 
in the painting and repairing of the Third-avenue 
bridge over the Harlem River. The matter was 
laid over until the next meeting, to give Mr. Jones 
an opportunity to make a defense. 
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RUINED bY A BOOK-KEEPER. 
FAILURE OF A JEWELRY FIRM AND IMPRIS 
ONMENT OF THE DEFAULTER. 

An assignment for the benefit of creditors by 
Isaac, Sanuel J., and Jacob A. Steinau, composing 
the firm of Steinau Brothers & Co., of No. 441 
Broadway, dealers in jewelry and _ fancy 
goods, to Max Scheuer, was filed in the 
County Clerk's office yesterday. The prop 
erty of the individual assignors is directed to 
be applied to the discharge «ef their individual 
debts, and if any surplus .remains it is to go to the 
satisfaction of the copartnership liabilities. The 
creditors of the firm and the sums due them, which 
are preferred, are: The estate of W. B. Lawrence, 
$458 34, for rent due; and for money loaned: Simon 


Scheuer, $9,500; Abraham Steinau, of Louisville, 
Kv.. $4,000; Daniel Loewenstein, of Cincinnati, 
$4,000; Leopold Bloch and Solomon H. Savage, of 
Rochester, $1,000 each; Abraham N, Stern, of Ro- 
chester, $1,500; Frank Bellingheimer, $500; Marx 
David, of Rochester, $3,000, and Joseph Steinau, of 
Circinnatl, $1,000; total, $25,958 34. 

The firm claims that its failure was the result of 
the dishonesty of one of its clerks, Charles F. Ham- 
ilton, whom it had arrested, and yesterday Hamil- 
ton pleaded guilty, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, to forgery in the third degree, having forged 
the name of Isanc Steinau to four checks on the 
Chatham National Bank, aggregating $180, on his 
private account. Althongh this was tne specific 
offense for which he was indicted. Mr. Steinau, io 
conversation with the Judge, claimed that the 
firm’s books showed he had taken from $6,000 
co $8,000 belonging to the firm. MHamil- 
ton was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment in the pen.tentiarv. The liabilities of the 
tirm are about $54,000, of which over $25,000 is for 
borrowed money and js all preferred. It is thought 
that the assets are about $37,000. sAvradstreet’s re- 
ports state that Isaac and Samuel J. Steinau were 
formerly in business in Cincinnati in the firm of C. 
J. Steinau & Brother, and came to New-York in 
August, 1879, claiming a capital of $18,000. J. A. 
Steinau was admitted in June, 1880, and the firm 
then claimed a capital of $25,000, Its rating was 
withdrawn over a month ago. 
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THE MILKMEN'S PROTEST. 

About two dozen milk-dealers of this City 
met in Pythagoras Hall, on Canal-street, yesterday, 
to devise, in the language of the call, “some 
method whereby the trials, troubles, and tribula- 
tions that have fallen on the milk-dealers for the 


past five or six years may be lessened and perhaps 
removed altogether.”’ A temporary organization 
was formed, with Mr. George Dainty as chairman, 
Mr. M. A. Howell as Secretary, and Mr. G. N. Searle 
Treasurer. Mr. Dainty explained the grievances 
of the milkmen, and said that the law empowering 
the Board of Health to supervise the milk trade 
was an unjust discrimination against that trade. 
He alieged that the manner in which the law was 
euforced very often took on the form of per- 
secution and robbery. He cited instances of 
what he deemed uncalled-for interferences with the 
business of the milkmen. The lactometer test was 
sharply criticised by Mr. Dainty, who said that he 
knew of cases where good pure milk had been con- 
demned by the lactometer because it only reached 
95, while the same instrument had given a test of 
105 to a mixture of 8 quarts of evaporated, or con- 
densed, milk and 32 quarts of water. After some 
discussion, a resolution was adopted to the effect 
that the milkmen protest against the destruction 
of their property by the Board of Health, and ask 
that competent men be appointed to inspect their 
milk, and if it was fouid to be deficient after an 
eqamination, that a fair trial be given the dealers 
before they were punished. Some of the milkmen 
complained that the execution of the law was left 
to the discretion of a few men, some of whom 
were either incompetent or indifferent to the per- 
formance of their duties.

THE MURDER OF THE JEWISH PEDDLER. 

An inquest was held by Coroner Merkle yes- 
terday in the case of the unknown man, supposed 
to be a Jewish peddler, who was found dead Aug, 
6 at Pleasant-avenue and One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth-street, with his throat cut and with a frac- 


tured skull. After witnesses had testified to the 
finding of the body, Deputy Coroner Messemer 
stated tothe jury that in his opinion the man’s 
throat was cut after his skull bad been fractured. 
There was very littie blood on the razor found near 
the body, and the cut was such that it could not 
have been self-inflicted.. The jury agree! with the 
Deputy Coron@r, and brougnt in a verdict to the 
effect that the unknowao man came to his death 
from injuries inflicted bv a persen or persons un- 
kuown to the jury.

The Mai was 
worth $5,000, and was insured.
